THE BENGAL FINANCE (8ALE8 TAX) ACT, 1941. 


(Panned by tin■ Bengal Legislature.]

.1 >i Act to im/iosc a general ta.r on the sale of goods in 
Bengal. 

Whekeas it. is necessary to make an addition to the reve¬ 
nues of Bengal, and for that purpose to impose a general 
tax on the sale of goods in Bengal ; 

It. is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. (7) This Act may l«e called the Bengal Finance (Sales 

Tax) Act, JtMl. 

(") It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint. 


2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context.,— 

(a) "‘Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Com¬ 
mercial Taxes appointed under sub-section (7) of 
section 3 ; 

{!>) “contract” means any agreement for carrying out for 
cash or deferred payment or other valuable con¬ 
sideration—- 

(i) the construction, fitting out, improvement or 

repair of any building, road, bridge or other 
immovable property, or 

(ii) the installation or rejaiir of any machinery 
affixed to a building or other immovable 
property, or 

(Hi) the overhaul or repair of any motor vehicle ; 

(c) “dealer'' means any jiorson, firm or Hindu joint family, 

engaged in the business of selling or supplying 
goods in Bengal; and whore the main place of 
business of any such person, firm or Hindu 
joint, family is not in Bengal, "dealer” means 
the manager or other agent of such person, firm 
or Hindu joint family in Bengal : 

Explanation. A co-operative society or adult or any 
association which soils or supplies goods to its 
members is a dealer within tho meaning of this 
clause ; 

(d) “goods” means all kinds of movable proporty othor 

than actionable claims, stocks, shares or soouritieB, 
and includes all materials, articles and commo- 
j dities, whether or not to l»e used in the construc- 
, tion, fitting out, improvement or repair of 
immovable property ; 

(«) "proscribed” moans prescribed by rules made under 
this Act ■ 
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The. Bengal Finance (Bales Tax) Act, 1941. 

(Section 23 — 2d.) 

inferior to that of a Presidency Magistrate or a Magistrate of 
the first class shall try any such offence. 

(3) All offences punishablo under this Act shall he 
cognisable and bailable. 

23. (1) Subject to such conditions as may be prescribed 
the Commissioner may accept from any person charged with 
an offence under sub-section (2) of section 22 or under any 
rules made under this Act, by way of composition of the 
offence, a sum not exceeding one thousand rupees or 
where the offence charged is under clause (a) or clause (6) of 
that sub-section, not exceeding double the amount of tax 
which would have been payable by the dealer had he 
complied with the provisions of this Act, whichever is 
greater. 

(2) On payment of such sum as may be determined by 
the Commissioner under sub-section (1), the accused person 
shall be discharged and no further proceedings shall be taken 
against him in respect of the same offence. 

24. No suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall 
lie against any servant of the Crown for anything which is 
in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or 
the rules made thereunder. 

25. (2) All particulars contained in any statement made, 
return furnished or accounts or documents produced in 
accordance with this Act, or in any record of evidence given 
in the course: of any proceedings under this Act other than 
proceedings before a Criminal Court, shall, save as provided 
in sub-section (<3), be treated as eoutidential, and notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in the Indian Kvid.net Act, j ,,( | h72 
1872, no Court shall, save as aforesaid, be entitled i<> 
require any servant of the (’Town to produce before it air, such 
statement, return, account, document or record or urn part 
thereof, or to give evidence before it in resjiect thereof. 

( 2) If, save as provided in sub-section (<3), any servant of 
the Crown discloses any. of the particulars referred to in 
sub-section (2), he shall be punishable with imprisonment 
which may extend to six months, and shall also be liable 
to fine. 

(.3) Nothing in this section shall apply to the disclosure 
of any of the particulars referred to in sub-suction (2) for 
the purposes of a proseoution under the Indian Penal Code Act XLV 
in respect of any suoh statement, return, accounts, doeu- °f ls*bO. 
ment- or evidence, or for the purposes of a prosecution 
under this Act. 

26. (2) The Provincial Government may, subject to the 
condition of previous publication, make rules for oarrying 
out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may prescribe— 

(o) the proportion referred to in sub-elauso (ii) of 
elause ( h) of section 2 ; 

(h) the further jieriod after the date of expiry of 
three consecutive years referred to in sub-section 
(3) of section 4 ; 

(e) the taxable quantum for particular classes of 
dealers under elause (6) of Bub-seetiou (5) of 
section 4 ; 

'/) ,die other sales, turnover in respect of which may bo 
deducted from a dealer's gross turnover in 
computing his taxable turnover as defined in 
section 5 ;

(e) the authority to which application*) for registration 
under section 7 or section 8 shall be made ; 

(/) the procedure for, and other matters incidental to, 
J the registration of dealers and the granting of 
certificates of registration, and the form of such 
certificates under section 7 or section 8 ; 

(g) the intervals at which, and the manner in whioh, 
the tax under this Act # shall be payable under 

section 10 ; 

(A) the returns to be furnished under sub-section 
(2) of section 10, and dates by which, and the 
authority to which, such returns shall be 
furnished ; 

(i) the date by which returns for any period are to be 

furnished and the procedure to be followed for 
assessment under section 11 ; 

(j) the manner in w hieh refunds under section 12 shall 

be made ; 

(jfc) the accounts and forms thereof required by 
section IS ; 

(l) the conditions under whioh the production of 

accounts or documents or the furnishing of 
information may he required under sub-section 
(1) of section 14 ; 

(m) the restrictions and conditions subject to which 

the Commissioner may delegate his powers under 

section 15 ; 

(n) the authority to which information shnll be furnished 

under section Hi ; 

(o) the manner in which, ^nd the authority to which, 

appeals against assessment may be preferred 
under section 20; 

(p) the procedure for. and other matters (including fees) 

incidental to. the disposal of appeals and applica¬ 
tions for revisions and reviews under section 20 ; 

( q ) the conditions under which offences may be com¬ 

pounded under section 23 ; 

(r) the manner in which, and the time within which, 

applications shall be made, information furnished, 
and notices served, under thiB Act; 

(s) the sacred books referred to in item 21 in the first 

column of the Schedule. 

(3) In making any rule the Provincial Government may 
direct that a breach thereof shall be punishable with fine not 
exceeding five hundred rupees,.and when the offence is a 
continuing one, with a daily fine not exceeding twenty-five 
rupees during the continuance of the offence.

(g) “salo” means any transfer Of property in goods for 

cash or deferred paymont or other valuable con¬ 
sideration, including a transfer of property in 
goods involved in the execution of a contract, but 
does not include a mortgage, hypothecation, 
chargo or pledge : 

Explanation 1 .— A transfer of goods on hire-purchase 
or other instalment system of payment shall, notwithstanding 
that tho seller retains a title to any goods as security for 
payment of the price, be deemed to bo a sale :

(*) the sale of any goods, less any sum allowed 
as cash discount according to ordinary 
trade practice, but including any sum charged 
for anything done by the doalor in res[>ect of 
the goods at the time of, or before, delivery 
thereof, other than the cost of freight or 
delivery or the cost of installation when such 
cost is separately charged ; or 

(ii) the carrying out of any contract, less such 
portion as may bo proscribed of such amount, 
representing the usual proportion of the cost, 
of labour to the cost of materials used in 
carrying out such contract; 

(i) “turnover" means tho aggregate of the amounts of 
sale-prices and parts of sale-prices received by any 
denier during a given period : and 

(j) “year’’ means, in relation to am particular dealer, 

t he year for which tho accounts of that denier are 
ordinarily maintained in his hooks. 


3. (/) For carrying out tho purposes of this Act, tho 

Provincial Government may appoint a person to he Commis¬ 
sioner of Commercial Taxos, together with such other persons 
to assist him as it thinks fit. 

(2) Persons appointed under sub-section (/) shall exorcise 
such powors as may bo conferred, and perform such duties 
as may be required, by or under this Act. 

(3) All persons appointed under sub-section (/) shall he 
doomed to be pubiio servants within the moaning of section 

21 of the Indian Penal Codo. Art XL\

4, {!) Subject to the provisions of sections 5 and (i and 

with effect- from such date ns tho Provincial Government may, 
by notification in the Official (7azr(tc, appoint, being not 
earlier than thirty da vs alter tho date of tho said notification, 
every dealer whose gror-s turnover during the year 
immediately preceding the commencement of this Act 
exceeded tho taxable quantum shall bo liable to pay tax 
under this Act on all salos effected after tho date so 

notified : 

Provided that the tax shall not bo payable on sales 
involved in the execution of a contract which is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner to have boon entered 
into on or beforo the date so notilied.

{2 ) Every dealer to whom sab-section (I) does not apply 
Khali be liablo to pay tax under this Act with effect from 
three months after the commencement of the year imme¬ 
diately following that during which his gross turnover first 
exceeds the taxable quantum. 

(3) Every dealer who has become liable to pay tax’ under 
this Act shall continue to bo so liable until the expiry of 
three consecutive years, during each of whioh his gross 
turnover has failed to exceed the taxable quantum and such 
further period aftor the date of shell expiry as may be pre¬ 
scribed, and on tho expiry of this latter period his liability to 
pay tax shall cease. 

(4) Every dealer whose liability to pay tax has ceased 
under tho provisions of sub-section (3) shall again be liable to 
pay tax under this Act with effect from three months 
after the commencement of the year immediately following 
that during which his gross turnover again exceeds the 
taxable quantum. 

(.'>) In this Act the expression “taxable quantum ’ ’ means— 

(a) in relation to any dealer who imports for sale any 

goods into Bengal, or himself manufactures or 
produces any goods for sale, 10,000 rupees ; or 

(b) in relation to particular classes of dealers not falling 

within clause (a), such sum as may be prescribed ; 
or 

(r) in relation to any other dealer, 50,000 rupees. 


5. ’( 1) The tax payable by a dealer under this Act shall 
be levied at the rath of one quarter of an anna in tho 
rujico on his taxable turnover. 

(2) In this Ant the expression " taxable turnover ” 
means that part of a dealer’s gross turnover during any 
period w hich remains after deducting therefrom— 

(a) his turnover during that period on— 

(i) the sale of goods declared tax-free under section 6 ; 

(ti) sales to a registered dealer of goods specified in 
the purchasing dealer’s certificate of registration 
as being intended for resale by him, or for use 
by him in the manufacture of any goods for sale 
or in the execution of any contract, and on sales 
to a registered dealer , of containers and other 
materials for the packing of such goods ; 

{Hi) sales to the Indian Stores Department, the Supply 
Department of the Government of India, and any 
railway or wator transport administration ; 

(it ) sales to any undertaking supplying electrical energy 
to the public under a licenco or sanction granted 
or deemed to have been grantor! under the Indian 
Electricity Act, 1910, of goods for use by it in ix of 1910 . 
the generation or distribution of Bucb energy ; 

(r) sales of goods which are shown to the satis¬ 
faction of the Commissioner to have been 
despatched by. or on behalf of, the dealer to an 
address outside Bengal; 

(in) such other sales us may be prescribed ; and 


(A) one per centum, of the balance remaining aftor 
making the deductions allowed by mtb-olanses

8 . (1) No tax shall be payable under this Aot on the sale 
of goods specified in the first column of the Schedule, subjoct to 
the conditions and exceptions, if any, set out in the corre¬ 
sponding entry iu the second column thereof. 

( 2) The Provincial Government, after giving by notifica¬ 
tion in the OJ/icial Gazette not less than three months’ notico 
of its intention so to do, may by like notification add to 
the Schedule, and thereupon the Schedule shall be deemed 
to be amended accordingly.* 


7. (/) No dealer shall, while being liable to pay tax 
under this Act, carry on business as a dealer unless he 
has been registered and possesses a registration certificate. 

(2) Every dealer required by sub-section (1) to lie regis¬ 
tered shall make application in such liehalf in the prescribed 
manner to the prescribed authority. 

(3) If the said authority is satisfied that an application for 
registration is in order, he shall in accordance with such rules 
as may bo prescribed, register the applicant and grant him 
a certificate of registration in the prescribed form which shall 
specify the class or classes of goods for the purposes of sub- 
clause (»») of clause (a) of sub-section ( 2) of section 5. 

(4) The Commissioner may from time to time amend 
any certificate of registration in accordance with informa¬ 
tion furnished under section 16 or otherwise received. 

(3) When any dealer has lioen convicted or has paid 
composition money under section 23, in resjieot of anv contra¬ 
vention of sub-section (/) of this section, the Commissioner 
shall register such dealer and grant him a certificate 
of registration, and such registration shall take effect if it 
had been made under sub-section (.3) of this section on the 
dealer's application.

(а) any business in rospoct of which a certificate 

has been granted upon application made under 
sub section (2) has been discontinued or trans¬ 
ferred, or 

(б) the gross turnover of any such business has 

during each of three consecutive years failed to

(2) The provisions of sub-sections (.3) anil (•/) and clause (a) 
of sub-section (6) of section 7 shall apply in respect of applica¬ 
tions for registration under this section. 

(3) Every dealer who has boon registered upon applica¬ 
tion made under this section shall, tor so long as his 
registration remains in force, be liable to pay tax under 
this Aot. 

(4) Tho registration of a dealer upon application made 
under this section shall be in force for a jieriod of not loss 
than throe complete years and shall remain in force thereafter 
unless cancelled under the provisions ot this Act.

(5) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (4), a dealer 
registered upon application made under this section may 
apply in the proscribed manner not loss than six months 
before the end of a year to the authority which granted him 
his certificate of registration for the cancellation of such 
registration to toko effect at the ond of the year in which 
the application for such cancellation is mado; and the said 
authority shall, unless the dealor iB liable to pay tax under 
section 4, cancel the registration accordingly.

Pnn idid that, if any dealer establishes to the satisfaction 
of the < omiuissioner that his average taxable turnover does 
not exceed ten per centum of his average gross turnover, the 
returns to he f urnished by such dealer under this sub-section 
shall be annual returns. 

(■') before any registered dealer furnishes the returns 
required by suh-section (1), he shall, in the prescribed manner, 
pay into a Gotcrnmont Treasury or the Reserve Rank of 
India the lull amount of tax duo from him under this Act 
according to such returns, and shall furnish along with the 
returns a iceeipt from such Treasury or Rank showing the 
payment ot such amount. 

(4) It any dealer discovers any omission or other error in 
any return furnished by him, he may at any time before the 
date prescribed lor the furnishing of the next return by him 
furnish a revised return ; and if the revised return shows a 
greater amount of tax to bo due than was shown in the original 
return, it shall he accompanied by a receipt showing payment 
in tin; manner provided in sub-section ( 3 ) of the oxtra 
amount. 


11. ( 1 ) If no returns are furnished by a registered dealer 
in respect oi any jieriod by the prescribed date, or if the 
Commissioner is not satisfied that the returns furnished are 
correct and complete, the Commissioner shall, within twelve 
months after the expiry of such period, aftor giving tho 
dealer a reasonable opportunty of being heard, proceed in 
such manner as may bo proscribed to assess to the best of 
lus judgment the amount of tax due from tho dealer.

(2) If upon information which has come into his posses* 
sion, the Commissioner is satisfied that any dealer, who 
imports for sale any goods into Bengal or himself manu¬ 
factures or produoes any goods for sale, has been liable to 
pay tax under this Act in respoct of any period and has 
nevertheless wilfully failod to apply for registration, the 
Commissioner shall, at any time within three calendar 
years from the commencement of this Act and thereafter 
within twelve montlis from the expiry of sueh period, 
after giving the dealer a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard, proceed in suoh manner as may be prescribed 
to assess to tho best of his judgment the amount of tax 
due from the dealer in respect of such period and all 
subsequent periods; and the Commissioner may direct that 
the dealer shall pay by way of penalty in addition to the 
amount of tax so assessed a sum not exceeding one and a half 
times that amount. 

(3) The amount of tax— 

(а) due whore tho returns are furnished without 

receipt showing full payment thereof, or 

(б) assessed under sub-section (/), less the sum, if any, 

already paid by the dealer in respect of the said 
period, or 

(c) assessed under sub-section (2), together with the 
penalty directed to be paid under that sub¬ 
section, 

shall be paid by the dealer into a Government Treasury or 
the Reserve Bank of India by sueh date as may l>e specified 
in a not ice issued by the Commissioner for this purpose and 
tho date to be so specified shall lie not less than thn t \ days 
from the date of service of such notice : 

Provided that tho Commissioner may, in respect of any 
particular dealer and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
extend the date of such payment or allow sueh dealer to pay 
tho tax duo and the penalty (if any) by instalments. 

(4) Any amount of tax which remains unpaid after the 
date specified in the said notice shall be recoverable as an 
arrear of land-revenue. 

(5) Any assessment made under this section shall be 
without prejudice to any prosecution instituted for an offence 
against this Act. 


12. The Commissioner shall, in the prescribed manner, 
refund to a registered dealer applying in this behalf any 
amount of tax paid by sueh dealer in excess of the amount 
due from him under this Act, either by cash payment or, 
at the option of the dealer, by deduction of such excess 
from the amount of tax due in respect of any other 
period. 


IS. Every registered dealer or other dealer on whom 
a notice has boon served to furnish returns under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 10, shall keep a true account of the 
value of gootis bought anil sold by him, and if the Commis¬ 
sioner considers that such account is not sufficiently clear and 
intelligible to enable him to make a proper check of 
the returns referred to in that sub-section, ho may 
requiro such doaler by notice in writing to Keep such accounts 
(including records of sales) as may be prescribed.

15. Orders by Council for maintenance of 
register of Registered Practitioners .—The 
Council shall, as soon as conveniently may 
be after the publication of these statutes and 
from time to time as occasion may require, 
make rules for regulating the maintenance of 
a register of registered practitioners. , 


16. Maintenance of register by Registrar■ 
—(1) The Registrar shall keep the register 
of registered practitioners in accordance with 
the provisions of these statues and of any 
orders made by the Council, and shall from 
time to time make all necessary alterations 
in the registered addresses or appointments, 
and the registered qualifications or titles of 
such practitioners and erase the names of 
any practitioners who have died or ceased 
to be borne on the register by the decision of 
the Council or hy voluntary withdrawal. 


(2) To enable the Registrar to fulfil the 
duties imposed upon him hy sub-section (1) 
he may send through the post a letter to any 
registered practitioner, uddressed to him 
according to his registered address or

18. If the Council are satisfied that any 
tic granted or qualification certified by any 
niversity, Medical Corporation, Examining 
lody, Homeopathic teaching institution or 
other institution is a sufficient, guarantee 
that persons possessing such title or quali¬ 
fication possess the knowledge and skill 
requisite for the eficient practice of Homeo¬ 
pathic medicine, the possession of such title 
or qualification shall (subject to the provi¬ 
sions hereinafter contained and), on payment 
of such fee as may be prescribed in this 
behalf by regulations made under section 29, 
entitle any person to have his name entered 
in the register of registered practitioners : 


Provided that any practising and, in the 
opinion of the Council, duly efficient 
Homeopathic medical practitioner shall, on 
payment of the prescribed fees, be entitled 
to get his name entered in the register of 
registered practitioners within thyce years 
from the constitution of the Council. 


19. Information to be furnished to 
Registrar with application for registration .-— 
Every person who applies to have his name 
entered in the register of registered practi¬ 
tioners— 

(a) must satisfy the Registrar that he 
possesses any title or qualification referred to 
in section 18; 

(b) must, correctly inform the Registrar of 
the date of such qualification; and 

(c) must furnish the Registrar with a 
correct statement of the titles or qualifications 
in respect of which he is so registered, and 
of the dates on which he obtained them. 


20. Entry of new titles and qualifications 
in register .—If any person whose name is 
entered in the register of registered Homeo¬ 
pathic. practitioners obtains any title or 
qualification other than the title or qualifica¬ 
tion in respect of which he has been regis¬ 
tered, be shall, on payment, of such fee as 
inav be prescribed in.this behalf, be entitled 
to have any entry stating such other title or 
qualification mafte against his name in the 
register, either in substitution of, or in 
addition to any entry previously made. 


21. Disposal of fees and donations .—All 
fees and donations received by the Council by 
registration or otherwise shall be applied lor 
the purpose of the Council in accordance with 
such rules as may be made by the Council 
and approved by the local Government. 


22 . Appeal to Council from decision of 
Registrar .—If any person is dissatisfied with 
any decision of the Registrar, refusing to 
filter the name or any title or qualification of 
such person in the register of registered 
practitioners, he may, at any time within 
three months from the date of such decision, 
appeal to the Council, whose decision shall be 
final.

HP By-laws for the prevention of Rabies in 
men and animals. 

1. The Commissioners may require by 
beat of drums that all dogs, whenever led or 
taken out into a public street or 11 public place 
shall Ik- properly muzzled with a leather strap 
or any other similar contrivance. 


.). Disposal of dead rut.,.-When required 
>v the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague the 
owner or occupier of every building or ’land 
in which a dead rat is found shall forthwith 
nlace it in kerosene oil, until its disposal by 
burning can lie arranged. ’ 


2. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which he knows or has reason to 
behove to lx> suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snapped ut by any dog. iacknl 
or any other annual suffering from rallies or 
suspected to be suffering from rallies .shall 
immediately intimate the fact, in writing to 
the Commissioners and also to the Health 
Officer. 
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•3. Persons bitten bv any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may he required by the Commissioners. 


r 4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Bs. f>0. 


IV. By-laws for the control of Malaria. 

1 . Whenever n campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting it shall be lawful 
for the Commissioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with lnrvacides. 


2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall, when required by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a notice in writing, treat such drain 
or cesspool with proper larvacides as a measure 
for the destruction of mosquitoes at intervals 
of not more than 10 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the Com¬ 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 


3. The Commissioners may, by notice in 
writing, require the owner of any land to 
provide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition, provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 


4. The owner or occupier of a building 
, shall, when required by the Commissioners b\ 
a notice in writing within a period to be speci¬ 
fied in such notice, provide mosquito-proof 
coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 


h. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall,_when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of water in his premi¬ 
ses to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall he well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer ot 
iby the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall he kept closed 
by strong bolts and nuts or shall be 


secured by lock and key. {The Lds 
should not be opened until‘required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf 
or for repair works. 


(h) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve tank 
shall be protected iby a perforated 
metal cap of a standard pattern 
approved by the Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or the Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health 
Department. 

(r) The punch holes in the cisterns or 
reserve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall he either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed. 

(d) Water guages necessitating an aperture 
in the roof or the sides of the cistern 
or reserve tank «hull be mosquito- 
proof. 

Ic) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water-closets should be of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall he covered with a 
mosquito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least 16 meshes to 
the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mosquitoes. 
In the ease of non-pmvisiou of mos¬ 
quito screen all unscreened con¬ 
tainers shall he completely emptied 
every 7 days and thoroughly cleaned 
and dried. 


fi. No new water connection shall he given 
to unv building until the storage cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to be mosquito-proof by the Health 
•Officer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other competent person authorised by the Com- 
misiouers in this behalf. 


7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall he numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 


8 . Every cistern, reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall he kept in good repair or shall be 
replaced by new ones when necessary. 
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9 . If any cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern he found on examination by the Health 
Officer or any other offloer apinunted by the 
Commissioners to do such work, to be uon- 
mosquito-proof or otherwise not in conformity 
with any of the aforesaid conditions he may 
by written notice require the owner or occupier 
of the premises— 

(a) to replace the same, or 

(//) to make such alteration therein as may 
be specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by-law 9 
is not complied witli within 7 days from the 
date of service thereof, the Commissioners may 
forthwith carry out the work and the costs 
thereof shall be payable by the person on 
whom the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any 
department of Government liave constructed 
any work with the object of prevention .of 
breeding of mosquitoes, the owner or occupier 
of the premises on which such works stand 
shall prevent such premises being used in any 
manner whatsoever that is likely to cause the 
deterioration or lessening of the efficiency of 
such work. 

12. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the foregoing by-laws, vie., 2, 4, 5, H, 10 and 
11 shall he liable to a fine which may extend 
to Its. 50. 

10 . Any person who, without the consent 
of the Commissioners, interferes with or 
injures or destroys or renders useless unv works 
executed or any materials or things placed in, 
under or upon any premises, or by or under the 
authority of the Commissioners referred to in 
by-laws 1, 2 und 10, shall he liable to a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 60. 


V. By-laws for pre rent ion of the spread of 
disease by flies or other insects. 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
lor sale, any bread, sweetmeats or other pre- 
mred urticles of food and every vendor or 
tawker of such articles shall keep the same in 
a glass-case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by u notice in writing, make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide flv-proof recept¬ 
acle* for the collection of rubbish and other 
offensive matter until these can be deposited 
in such place as may be provided by the 
Commissioners for the purpose. 


4. Whoever commits a breach of any ii 
the by-laws I to 3 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees, and in the 
case of a continuing offence to an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees per 
diem. 


I /. By-laws regulating rag-flock manufac¬ 
ture and trade in rags and hones. 

1. In these by-laws “rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or 
partly by tearing up oven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly woven or 
newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2 . No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of 
upholstery, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard 
described below and unless Buell flock has 
>een disinfected to the satisfaction of the 

Commissioner*. 


The amount of soluble chlorine (as chlorides) 
removed by thorough washing with distilled 
water at a temperature not exceeding 26° 
centigrade from not lesR than 40 grammes of 
a well-mixed sample of rag-flock shall not 
exceed 30 parts of chlorine in 100,000 parts 
of the flock. 


3. No person shall trade in rags «r in 
second-hand clothing or 1 Molding, unless the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners are satis¬ 
fied nlmut the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about the freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 


4. No person shall trade in hones or pro¬ 
ducts of lames unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure of 
sale to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 


5. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 and 4 shall he punishable with 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 


YU. By-law regarding disposal of refuse or 
waste matter or other matter or tiling 
contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter or other matter or thing, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or 
burial, after proper disinfection, at a safe 
distance from sources of water-supply.

2. The draft will be taken into considera¬ 
tion on the 15th September 1941, and any 
objection or suggestion received by the under¬ 
signed through the District, Magistrate and 
the Divisional Commissioner before that date

Draft by-laws. 


i. Regarding jiricirs and urinals of hunt! 
removal system. 

1. Plans of privies and urinals to lie sub¬ 
mitted to Commissioners. — (1) Every person 
who intends to construct any service-privy or 
service-urinal or to make any substantial 
additions to, or alterations in, any such privy 
or urinal, shall send to the Commissioners an 
application in such form (to be supplied to the 
applicant free of charge) as may be luid down 
by the Commissioners. 

(2) Such application shall la- accompanied 
by— * 

(a) a site-plan in triplicate unless the 
Commissioners otherwise direct, 
drawn to a scule of nol less than 
twenty feet to the inch and showing 
all surroundings to a distance of 
fifty feet from the privy or urinal, 
ant) 

(h) a detailed plan in triplicate of the 
privy or urinal with sections and 
cross-sections, drawn to a scale of 
four feet to the inch and showing the 
means of ventilation and any other 
particulars which may be required 
by the Commissioners. 


2 . Vomer to Commissioncrs to refuse to 
sanction service-frrimy or service-urinal which 
will he nuisance .—The Commissioners may for 
reasons to be recorded by them in writing and 
furnished to the applicant free of charge, 
refuse to grant permission to erect any service- 
privy or service-urinal which will, in their 
opinion, be a nuisance. 

3. Regulation of site of service-privies 
and service-urinals .—(/)• No service-privy or 
service-urinal exceeding eleven feet in height 
shall be placed in the space required by this 
Act to be left at the back of a building. 


(2) No service-privy or service-urinal 
situated in, or adjacent to, a building shall bo 
placed at a distance of less than six feet 
from— 

(t) any public building, or 

(if) any building which is, or is likely to 
be, used as a dwelling-place, or 
kitchen or as a place in which any 
person is or is intended to bu 
employed in any manufacture, trade 
or business. 


(.1) No service-privy or service-urinal shall 
be constructed in any premises occupied by a 
mammary building, or. without the special 
sanction of the (Commissioners, in any other 
premises which are situated in a street which 
lias been sewered und has un adequate water- 
supply. 

(J) Every service-privy ami service-urinal 
shall be detached front the inhabited portion 
of any building. 

4. Prohibitum of construction of scrnce- 
priry or serricc-unnitl on upper floor of a 
budding.—-fin 8er\ioo-pri\y or serviee-urinul 
shall be placed on any upper Hour of a 
building. 

5. Models and type-plan *.—Models and 
type-plans of service-privies and urinals 
approved by the Commissioners, with esti¬ 
mates of the cost of constructing service- 
privies und urinals in accordance therewith, 
shall l>e kept in the Municipal Office, ami 
shull he open to inspection by any jterson ul 
all reasonable times without charge; hut no 
person shall he hound to construct any service- 
privy or urinal in accordance with any such 
model or ivjie-plan if such privy or urinal he 
constructed in accordance with these by-laws. 

(I. Drams .—(/) A drain shall be pro\ided 
lor every service-privy or service-urinal.

(l>) if permitted by the Commissioners,

No. 17 hereafter, 

(tit) a municipal drain. 
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7. Flooq. —The floor of every service-privy 
and every service-urinal shall— 


(7) be made of cement or other impervious 
material, or if the owner so desires, of glazed 
tiles, artificial stone, or glazed sanitary ware; 

(2) be in every part at n height not less than 
six inches above the level of the surface of 
the ground adjoining the privy or urinal; and 

(.3) bo made with a fall or inclination of 
at. least half an inch to the foot towards the 
druiu specified in by-luw 6. 


8 . Walls .—The wallH and roof of every 
service-privy, and the walls and roof (if any) 
of every service-urinal, shall Ik* made of such 
materials as may be approved by the Commis¬ 
sioners. Provided that the entire surface of 
the walls of a privy below the platform shall 
be surfaced with cement, or other materials 
us specified in by-law 7 (1). 


9. Plat farm .—(/) Tile platform of every 
service-privy or service-urinal shall either be 
plastered with cement or be made of some 
water-tight non absorbent material as specified 
in by-law 1(1). 

(2) In the case of service-privies or urinals 
with an outlet drain constructed in accordance 
with by-law (i (2) (/>) (Hi), the platform must 
be slopped towards the aperture with un 
inclination of ut least half an inch to the foot. 
In all other cases detailed in by-law 6 (2), the 
platform may, if so directed by the Commis¬ 
sioners, be sloped uwav from the aperture 
towards a drain communicating with u muni¬ 
cipal drain or a drain connected with muni¬ 
cipal Bewer. 


10. Ventilation .—Every service-privy and 
every service-urinal situated in, or adjacent 
to, a building shall have an opening, of not 
less than three square feet in area, in one 
of the walls of the privy or urinal, as near 
the top of the wall as may be practicable und 
communicating directly with the open uir. 


11 . Const ruction of pri rie.x .—(1) Every 
service-privy and service-urinal ahull be 
provided with u moveable receptacle for 
sewage.

(a) the space beneath the platform of the 

S trivy or urinal shall be of such 
limensions as to admit of u moveuble 
receptacle for sewage, of a capacity

otherwise than in such receptacle, of 
any sewage falling or thrown through 
the aperture in the platform;

13. (1) Every open drain constructed after 
these by-laws come into force or provided, 
for a new building, for the purpose of dis¬ 
charging surface or sullage water, shall be 
constructed of brick, masonry or concrete 
covered with a plaster not less than half an 
inch in thickness and containing not less than 

per cent, of Portland cement or any other 
cement approved by the Commissioners or of 
liuturol or artificial stone or of glazed half- 
round pipes and shall be of such pattern and 
size, and laid in such a gradient us may be 
sjiecifled by the Commissioners. 


(2) Whenever an open drain is connected 
with a pipe drain a trap shall be constructed 
at the end of the open drain immediately 
above the connection.

14. When any person intends to instal u 
privy or urinal on the water-carriage system, 
and there is no municipal underground 
sewerage system with which it may bo con¬ 
nected, he may instal such privy or urinal 
on the condition that he provides a covered 
septic tank, and a soak-pit or a disposal 

g allery in conformity with the provisions of 
y-law 20. 

16. A covered septic tank shall be 
constructed in accordance with the type 
design to he kept at the Municipal Office, 
together with means for disposal effluent from 
the septic tank. 

lb. The septic tank shall he constructed of 
watertight masonry, concrete, or earthen¬ 
ware, and shall have u capacity of not less 
than two cubic feet per user, the number or 
users being taken as the maximum number 
of persons who will ordinarily use the privy 
or urinal connected to the septic tunk. 

17. The means for disposal of the effluent 

of the septic tank shall consist of cither— 

• 

(a) a covered soak-pit or well, the bottom 
of which shall be carried down to a porous 
sandy stratum, in any case to a depth of not 
less than two feet below the lowest.* subsoil 
water level. Soak-pits may he lined or 
unlined, depending on the nature of the upper 
strati. An uulined soak-pit shall he between 
eighteen inches and two feet in diameter, and 
the quantity of liquid run iuto it shall not 
he more than one hundred gallons per day. 

A lined soak-pit or well shall have a horizontal 
•Toss sectional area of not less than one square 
toot, for every twenty-five gallons of water 
discharged into it daily; or 

(6) a disposal gallery, which shall consist 
of pipes of not less than four inches diameter, 
laid open jointed in a bed of broken stone or 
brick at a depth of almut fifteen inches below 
ground, and a gradient of not less two inches 
per one hundred feet. The length of gallery 
shall be not less than a figure calculated at 
the rate of five feet per user when laid in 
porous sandy subsoil. The gallery mav he in 
one line, or in parallel lines the distance 
between which is not less than six feet. 
When laid in heavy subsoil, the length of 
gallery shall be calculated at ten feet per 
user, and it shall he laid in tw r o or three 
separate lengths fed from a junction manhole 
so arranged that one or more lengths can he 
cut off for rest. 

Soak-pits and disposal galleries shall he 
constructed in accordance with the type-plans 
to he kept at the Municipal Office. 

18. The sewers connecting from the 
privies or urinals to the septic tanks shall be 
constructed of stoneware pipes jointed with 
cement mortar. 


19. The minimum quantity of water which 
shall he provided for the flushing of the water- 
closets and urinals is five gallons per user 

per day. < 


20. No septic tank, soak-pit, or disposal 
shall ho constructed in ground which is liable 
to Hood in the rainy season, and uo soak-pit 
or gallery shall be constructed within one 
hundred feet (horizontal distance) from any 
common well or tulie-well which is used ub a 
source of drinking water-supply. The 
general level of the pipes of a disposal gallery 
shall not he lower than fhut of the subsoil 
water level iu the rainy season.

No. 13-1.—27th May 1041.—■ In exercise 
of the powers conferred by sections 78 and 99 
of the Bengal Irrigation Act, 1876 (Bengal 
Act IJI of 187U), the Governor is pleased to 
make the following amendments in the rules 
for the supply of water from the Kalbuudk 
Canal in the Bunkura district, published 
under notification;, No. 20-1., dated the 19t!i 
July 1929.

‘ ‘20. In regard to any proceedings taken 
under the Bengal Public Demands 
Recovery Act, 1913, the Subdivi¬

(9) In rule 22 of the said rules for the

REVISED PROSPECTUS OP THE LADY BRABOURNE 
NEEDLEWORK DIPLOMA. 

1. Name. —The name of the Needlework Diploma will be Lady 
Brabourne Needlework Diploma. There will be three grades of 
diplomas, viz., primary, middle and final. 

2. Eligibility.— («) All the teachers of primary, middle and high 
schools, provided that the Head Mistresses or Superintendents certifx 
as regards the genuineness of the work. 

(b) All students of training schools and colleges. 

(c) All pupils of recognised high, middle and primary schools, 
provided the age of the girls who want to appear at the Diploma 
Examination is as follows: — 

For the Primary—Not less than 10 years. 

For the Middle—Not less than 12 years. 

For the Final—Not less than 14 years. 

X.V. —Any high, middle or training school tor girls will be permitted to 
open training centres for the Needlework Diploma provided the authorities nf 
the school apply for permission to the Inspectress of Schools, Presidency and 
Hurdwan Divisions, at least six months before they actually intend to open the 
training centre and provided the Inspectress is satisfied with the arrangements 
made by the authorities of the school. 

3. Examination — I. —Candidates will have to prepare specimens 
of Needlework as prescribed in the Syllabus for the Lady Brabourne 
Needlework Diploma and submit the same to the Assistant Inspectress 
of Schools within whose jurisdiction the schools are situated, observing 
certain conditions which are as follows: — 

(a) Students of the training schools and colleges will have to 
prepare the specimens in the schools or colleges where they are study¬ 
ing. The Head Mistresses will certify that the work has been actually 
done by the candidates. 

( b ) The junior and senior students will have to submit specimens 
for the primary diploma only but within two years they will have to 
submit their specimens for the middle diploma through the Head 
Mistress of the school in which they will be working and as well as the 
Head Mistress of the training school from which they appeured at 
the training examination. The students who are able to prepare the 
specimens of the higher diplomas a ill be permitted to do so, as well as 
sit for the practical examinations. 

(r) Students whether junior or senior who at the time of joining a 
training school hold a Lady Carmichael or a Lady Earle or National 
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Indian Association Primly Diploma will not be required to submit 
specimens of needlework for the Lady Brabourne Primary Diploma 
but they will be required to sit for the theoretical and practical 
examinations of the Lady Brabourne Primary Diploma. Similarly 
students holding Middle Diploma—Lady Earle or Lady Carmichael 
or National Indian Association—will be exempted from submitting 
specimens of needlework but they will be - required to sit for the 
theoretical and practical examinations of the Lady Brabourne Middle 
Diploma. 

(d) No other diploma but Lady Earle, Lady Carmichael and 
National Indian Association Diploma will be recognised by the depart¬ 
ment. As regards other diplomas obtained within or outside India the 
Inspectress of Schools, Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, on receipt 
of the syllabus of the diploma obtained, will consider whether these 
should be. accepted iby the departn-eut. Her decision iti the matter will 
be final. 

(e) The special needlework teachers who teach needlework m classes 
beyond class VI will have to obtain the Final Diploma within two 
years of the issue of this instruction. 

The teachers who have obtained Lady Carmichael or Lady Earle 
or National Indian Association Middle Diploma will have to try for 
the Lady Brabourne Final Diploma only. 

( f) After 1945 teachers who have obtained the Primary and Middle 
Diplomas will only be permitted to teach Needlework in Classes I to 
VI and the teachers who have obtained the Final Diploma will be 
permitted to teach classes VII. VIII. IX and X, but not the voca¬ 
tional training class. 

The only exception to this rule is. that the teachers (with at least 
five years’ experience in teaching Needlework) who have completed the 
age of 40 in 1940, will be allowed to teach sewing without any further 
qualification. 

( a) Teachers who have obtained the Ljtdy Carmichael or Lady Earle 
or National Indian Association Final Diploma will be required to sit 
for the theoretical and practical examinations only of the Lady 
Brabourne Final Diploma. They will not be required to submit speci¬ 
mens of needlework. 

(h) The teachers who want to take all the diplomas or the first two 
diplomas at a time will have to appear in the practical examination 
for the Final or the Middle Diploma respectively. 

ll'r-'Besides submitting these specimens the candidates will 
have to take one theoretical and one practical paper each of two 
hours’ duration. The examination will be held along with the 
Vernacular Training Examination. Question papers will be sent to 
the respective Superintendents under whose supervision the Needlework 
Examination will be held. 


Group—A (Theoretical)—50 marks. • 

For the theoretical part of the examination,' the candidates will 
be required to answer questions on the following subjects: — 

1. The most suitable materials to be used for garments, their 
source, hygienic qualities, uses and cost.

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4. The cutting crtti of garments and their construction. 

5. The various stitches and processes used ia plaiu and decorative 
needlework. 

(i. Methods of patching and darning and general repairs. 

7. Machine, management and care of the sewing machine. 

Group—B (P?actical)—50 marks. 

For the practical part of the examination, the candidates will he 
required to cut out any garment or the section of a garment specified 
in the given list and to tack together or make such portions as may 
be indicated at the tilde of examination. 


Group C—-(Specimen book). 


Prepared works—100 marks. 

The names of the intending candidates will have to be sent to the 
Inspectress of Schools, Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, bj the first 
week of August each year. 

III. — Examination Of Speeimon Books. —The Assistant Inspectresses 
will be responsible for collecting all the specimen books by the 30th 
November at the latest and holding the examination within their 
respective jurisdiction. Each of them will form an Examination 
Committee consisting of four ladies and have the same approved by 
the Inspectress within 31st, August each year. The members of the 
Examination Committee will gather together along with the Assistant 
Inspectress who will always be the convener and examine these speci¬ 
men books.

IPMMgry.— The rainfall during the week wm generally light to moderate. Preparation of lands for and sowing 
of winter paddy in seed beds have commenced m plaoee. Jute and oue paddy have been damaged to some extent 
in places due to heavy rain and flood/ Harvesting of Jute has commenced in low lands. In Murshidabad and 
Birbhum 2,066 and 848 persons, respectively, were employed in test relief work on Saturday, the 21st June 1941 ; and 
1,818 and 6,926 persons received gratuitous relief during the week ending the 21st June. In Mymensingh 200 
persons worked in test relief centres on Saturday, the 14th June 1941. In Bangpur 6,064 persons were employed in 
test relief work during the week ending the 21st June 1941. The average prioe of oornmon rice for the province this 
week is about 6 A seers per rupee.

Draft Rules. 

1. (/) Short Title .—These rules may be called the Bengal Sales 

Tax Rules, 1941. 

S Definitions .—In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
subject or context,— 

(«) “Appropriate Commercial Tax Officer” in respect of any parti¬ 
cular dealer means the Commercial Tax Officer within whose jurisdic¬ 
tion the dealer’s place of business is situated, or if the dealer has more 
than one place of business in Bengal the Commercial Tax Officer 
within whose jurisdiction the chief branch or head office in Bengal of 
such business is situated. 

“Appropriate Government Treasury” means— 

(/) in respect of a dealer registered iu Calcutta, tlie Calcutta Branch 
of the Reserve Bank of India; 

(//» lor a dealer registered outside Calcutta having only one place 
of business, (lie Treasury or Sub-Treasury, as the case may 
l»c, of the subdivision where the dealer’s place of business 
is situated; and 

i ui) for a dealer registered outside Calcutta and having more than 
one place of business, the Treasury or Sub-Treasury, us the 
case may be, of the subdivision where the dealer’s head office 
is situated. 

(h) “Assessing-aulhority” means in respect of any particular 
dealer the person appointed under section 3 to whom the Commissioner 
lias delegated his powers under seel ion tl in respect, of such dealer. 

(r) “Assistant Commissions" means the person appointed by that 
designation by the Provincial Government under section 3 to assist the 
t ommissioner. 

(i/) “Calcutta" has the same meaning as in clause (11) of section 3 
of the Calcutta Muniiipal Act, 1923 (Bengal Act III of 1923). 

(,) “Collector" means in res pci t ot any particular area the officer 
exercising in such area the functions of a Collector under Act 1 of 1890. 

i/) “Commercial Tux Officer" means the person appointed hy that 
designation by the Provincial Government under section 3 to assist 
(lie Commissioner. 

t y) “Inspecting-officer" means any person appointed under section 
3 and to whom the Commissioner lias delegated his powtfs under sub¬ 
sections {/), (.2), (• >) or (1) ot section N. 
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. (A), “Place of business” means any place where a dealer sells any 
goods or keeps accounts of sales. 

(i) “Return-period” means in relation to any particular dealer the 
period for whicn returns in Form III are to be furnished by such 
dealer under rules 17 to 29. 

(?) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(k) “The Act” means the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) Act, 1941. 

(7) “Warehouse” means any enclosure, building or vessel in which 
a dealer keeps a stock of goods for sale. 


Fixation of sale-price for contracts. 

2. (i) In computing the taxable turnover on any contract the 
dealer may deduct from his gross turnover on such contract that portion 
of the total sale-price of such contract which does not represent the cost 
of materials used. 

(2) Unless the dealer produces any detailed evidence to the contrary 
in respect of any particular contract, the proportion of the total turn¬ 
over on any contract which shall be deemed to represent the cost 'ot 
materials used shall be— 

(a) in the case of an electrical contract—80 per cent. 

( b ) in the case of a structural contract—70 per cent. 

(c) in the case of a sanitary contract—66 jj per cent. 

( d ) in the case of overhaul or repair of any motor vehicle—40 

per cent. 

3. In calculating his laxable turnover a dealer may deduct from 
his gross turnover his turnover on the following, namely: — 

Sales to the Deputy (Controller of .Stationery, Central Stationery 
Office. 


Certificates of Registration. 

4. Application for registration under section 7 or section 8 shall 
be made to the appropriate ('oimnercial Tax Officer; it shall be made in 
Form IA by a dealer having only one place of business in llengal and 
in Form IB by a dealer having more than one place of business in 
Bengal; it shall be signed by the proprietor of the business, or on his 
behalf by a partner or director of the firm or by the principal officer 
managing the business. 

5. Tn the application form referred to in rule 4 a dealer shall 
specify in broad but sufficiently clear terms— 

(t) the nature of his business ( e.g., whether agriculture, horti¬ 
culture mining, manufacturing, wholesale distribution, 
retail distribution, contracting or catering, or any combina¬ 
tion of these); 

( ii) what class or classes of goods be ordinarily purchases— 

(a) for resale, 

(/<) for purposes ot manufacture for sale; and 
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(m) what class or classes of goods he manufactures for sale; 
and he shall also state— 

(iv) whether he imports any goods direct from outside the province; 

( v ) if his business or any branch of it is situated in Calcutta, 

in which ward or wards his business or chief place of busi¬ 
ness or any branch of his business is situated; 

( vi ) the gross turnover of the business for the preceding year; and 

(via) the language in which he keeps his accounts. 

6. When the Commercial Tax Officer, after making any iliquiry 
that he may think necessary, is satisfied that the applicant has correct¬ 
ly given all the requisite information and that the application is in 
order, he shall register the dealer and shall issue a certificate of regis¬ 
tration in Form I1A or 11B. Form IIA shall lie issued to dealers 
having only one place of business in Bengal and Form IIB shall be 
issued to dealers having more than one place of business in Bengal. 

7. ( 1) The registration certificate shall specify the following 
amongst other particulars : — 

(a) the 'location of the business and of any branch of the business; 

(b) the nature of the business; 

(e) the class or classes of goods which may be sold to the dealer 
free of tax as being required either— 

(t) for resale, or 

(it) for purposes of manufacture for sule; 

(d) the periods for which and the dates by which returns in 

Form 111 are to lie furnished; and 

(e) the intervals at which the tax shall be payable. 

8. As far as may be consistent with the Act and the Rules there¬ 
under the particulars referred to in items (b) and (c) of rule 7 shall he 
described in the registration certificate in the same term- as are used 
by the dealer in his application form. 

9. ( 1) The Commercial Tax Officer shall furnish the dealer with 
a copy of the registration certificate for every additional place of 
business enumerated therein. 

(2) The certificate shall he kept at the place of business or the 
additional place of business to which it relates. 

10. The name of every dealer registered under rule (! shall be 
entered in Ledgers “A” and “B”. 

11. (1) When any registered dealer makes any report in accord¬ 
ance with section 16 he shall send his registration certificate to the 
Commercial Tax Officer together with the report, for amendment or 
replacement, as the case may be. 

(2) If a dealer to whom a certificate in Form ITA has been issued, 
reports that a new branch of the business has been opened, his certi¬ 
ficate shall be cancelled and a fresh one in Form IIB shall l>e issued 
to him. 

12. (1) When a Commercial Tax Officer is satisfied that the gross 
turnover of any dealer registered under seetion 7 has for three successive 
years failed to exceed the taxable quantum lie shall eaueel the 
registration of the dealer with effect from such date as may he notified 
under rule 13. 
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(2) Each year by the last clay of May and November every 
Commercial Tax Officer shall forward to the Commissioner the name of 
any dealer whoso registration is to l>e notified as having been cancelled 
under sub-rule (2). 

18. Each year in the first Calcutta Gazelle issued in July and 
January the Commissioner shall publish the name of every dealer 
whose name is forwarded to him under rule 12 and shall declare that 
the registration of every such dealer shall be deemed .to have been 
cancelled with effect from the last day of August or .February next 
following, as tbe case may be. 

14. (2) When any dealer who is registered under section 8 desires 
to apply for cancellation of his registration he shall send his applica¬

(a) he manufactures or produces any goods for sale, or

effect from the last day of the year, ami at least three months before 
the end of the year he shall forward the name of ihe dealer to the 
Commissioner for publication under rule l-”>. 

15. At least two months before the eml of the year the Commissioner 
shall, by notification in the Calcutta Gazette, publish the name of the 
dealer and shall declare tlyit with effect from such date as may l>» 
specified in the notification (being the lust day of the year of the 
dealer) the registration of the dealer shall be deemed to huve been 
cancelled.

Return of Taxable Turnover. 

(2) During the first three years alter the commencement of the 
Act every dealer whose taxable turnover, in the opinion of the Commis¬ 
sioner, is not likely to exceed 10 per cent, ot his gross turnover shall 
furnish a return in Form 111 annually; dealers whose business is 
managed by a firm of Managing Agents shall furnish the return within 
sixty days from the expiry of the year, and other dealers within thirty 
days front the expiry of the year. 

18. After the expiry of three years from the commencement of the 
Act every dealer whose taxable turnover docs not exceed 10 per cent, of 
his gross turnover calculated over the latest three years for which 
figures are available shall furnish returns in Form ill annually;

other dealers within thirty days from the expiry of the year 
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19. When the taxable turnover of any dealer referred to in rule 
18 exceeds in any year It) per cent, of the average gross turnover cal¬ 
culated in the manner provided in rule 18, the Assistant Commissioner 
may fix fresh return-periods for such dealer, but ordinarily he shall 
not reduce the return-period unless he is satisfied that the excess over 
10 per cent, is likely to continue. 

20. Every dealer other than those for whom annual returns are 
prescribed in rules 17 and 18 who satisfies the Commissioner that he is 
not accustomed to make up a statement of accounts of sales more often 
than half-yearljr shall furnish a return in Form III half-yearly; dealers 
whose business is managed by a firm of Managing Agents shall furnish 
the return within sixty days from the expiry of each half-year, and 
other dealers within thirty days from the expiry of the half-year. 

21. Every dealer, other than those referred to in rules 17 and 20, 
whose annual gross turnover in the opinion of the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner is likely to exceed two lakhs of rupees shall furnish a return in 
Form III quarterly, within thirty days from the expiry of each quarter: 

Provided that the Commissioner may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, fix quarterly returns for any other class of dealer also. 

22. Subject to the provisions of rule 24 the return-periods fixed for 
any dealer under rules 20 and 21 shall remain in force lor not less than 
three years and thereafter shall continue to remain in force until the 
Assistant Commissioner fixes a different return-period in accordance 
with these rules.

29. ( 1) A certificate granted to nny dealer under rule 28 shall be 
valid till the end of the year of issue and thereafter may be renewed 
annually for one year at a time upon receipt of an application from the 
dealer accompanied by an affidavit that ihe business of the dealer 
continues to be such that no sales effected by him are liable to tax 
under the Act. 

(2) Applications for renewal under sub-rule (/) should be made 
before the date when the certificate will expire, and applications which 
are received after such date are liable to be rejected. 

(.?) Applications for the issue or renewal of certificates in Form IV 
shall be made to the appropriate Commercial Tax Officer, and parti¬ 
culars of all such applications shall be entered in Register XIX. 


Payment of Ta.r. 

80. If in the opinion of the Commissioner the annual tax payable 
by any dealer for whom annual return-periods have been prescribed is 
not likely to exceed Its. 500, such dealer shall pay tax annually before 
furnishing the return in Form III. 

31. ( 1 ) Every dealer other than a dealer reierred to in rule 30 

for whom annual return-periods sire prescribed and every dealer for 
whom half-yearly return-periods are prescribed shall pay tax quarterly 
in the manner prescribed in sub-rules 32 to 35 (inclusive). 

82. The Commercial Tax Officer shall estimate the amount of tax 
payable by the dealer for the whole year, and shall communicate the 
same to the dealer. 

33. (a) Within ten days from the expiry of any quarter for which 
no return in Form III is required to be furnished the dealer shall 
pay one-fourth of the amount estimated under rule 32; and 

(b) before furnishing the return in Form LIT lie shall pay such 
further amount as will make the sum of his tax payments for the 
whole return-period equal to the amount which is shown in the return 
to be payable for such period, whether this sum is greater or less than 
the amount estimated under rule 32. 

34. The estimate under rule 82. shall be communicated to the 
dealer by a notice in Form V not less than fifteen da.\s before the expiry 
of the first quarter of the year to which it relates. 

35. An estimate shall not be changed during a year, and shall 
remain in force until a fresh estimate is communicated in C>e manner 
provided in rule 34. 
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30. Every dealer l'or whom quarterly returns have been prescribed 
shall pay the tax due for any quarter before furnishing the return in 
Form 111 for that quarter. 

37. Every dealer for whom monthly returns are prescribed will 
pay tax monthly before furnishing the return in Form III for that 
month. 


38. ( 1) Every dealer shall pay the tax and any penalty which may 
have been imposed upon him direct into the appropriate Government 
Treasury. No payment, of any tax or penalty shall be accepted at the 
office of the Commissioner or of any Assistant Commissioner or any 
Commercial Tax Officer. 

(2) Challans for the purpose of making payment shall be obtainable 
at any Government Treasury or at the office of any Commercial Tax 
Officer. 

(3) Challans shall be filled up in triplicate. One copy of such 
challau shall be retained bv the Treasury, and the other two copies 
shall he returned to the dealer, duly signed, as proof of payment. 

39. (/) Every Assessing-authorily shall maintain Registers XIII, 
XIV and/or XV’, as may be required, in which he shall record the 
receipt of every challau produced in accordance with title 43 or rule 41 
in proof of payment of tax by any dealer for whom he is the Assessing- 
autliority. 

40. Payments by any dealer who is to pay tax annually shall he 
noted in Register XIII.

43. (/) Every dealer referred to in rules 3(1, 30 and 37 shall attach 
one copy of the receipted challan to the return in Form 111 when 
presenting the return to the Commercial Tax Officer. 

44. Every dealer referred to in rule 31 — 

(fi) shall send to the appropriate Commercial Tax Officer the 
receipted challans relating to payments made in accord¬ 
ance with clause ( ti ) of rule 33 within fifteen days of the 
expiry of the quarter for which tin* payment, is made; and 

(/«) shall attach to the return in Form 111 the receipted challac

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46. Tlie Commercial Tax Officer shall forward to the Annuitant 
Commissioner all challaus which are received from any dealer for whom 
the Commercial Tax Officer is not the Assessing-authority. 

46. Every registered dealer may deduct from liis gross turnover 
of the firet year during which he is liable to pay tax such sum as is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Assessing-authority to have been due 
to the dealer on the date on which he became liable to tax under sub¬ 
section (1) or (2) of section 4 or under sub-section (J) of section 8, on 
account of sales of goods effected on or before such date.

Inspection of accounts, etc. 

68. (i) In requiring the production b ( y any dealer of his accounts, 
registers, documents or stocks of goods strict regard shall be had to the 
necessity of not disturbing the business of the dealer or the work of his 
staff any more than is necessary for the purpose of ascertaining the 
required information. 

69. Unless the inspectiug-offieer in his discretion deems it neces¬ 
sary to make a surprise visit, he shall give reasonable notice in writing 
to the dealer of his intention to inspect the accounts, registers, docu¬ 
ments or stocks of goods of such dealer and in fixing the date, time 
and place for the purpose, he shall as far as possible have regard to the 
convenience of the dealer; ordinarily he shall make such inspection at 
the premises of the dealer and he shall not require the dealer to 
produce his accounts, registers or documents at his office except for 
urgent reasons and in the public interest. 

70. If the Commercial Tax Officer seizes any books of accounts, 
registers or documents, under section 14 he shall not retain them 
beyond seven days without written sanction of the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner.

2. /‘assessors of rabid dogs to inform the 
iniminpul itg. — Ain person who lias iu his 
postcession anv dog which he knows or has 
reason to believe to he suffering from rabies 
or to have been bitten or snapped at by any 
dog, jackal or any other animal suffering 
from rabies or suspected to he suffering from 
rabies, shall immediately intimate the fact in 
writing to the Commissioners. 

•'1. Persons bitten by rabid dogs, etc., 
shall report .—Persons bitten by any dog, 
jackal or other animal suffering from rabies 
or suspected to he suffering from rabies shall 
report the fact to the Commissioners in such 
details as may he required by the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

4. Penalty for infringement .—Whoever 
commits a breach of any of the by-laws 1 
to 0 shall he punishable with a fine which 
may extend to Rs. 50.

1. Treatment of tank, etc., with larva- 
cutes. —Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by 
the Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be 
lawful for the Commissioners to treat all 
tanks, ponds, wells and water collections 
periodically with larvacides. 

2. Owners of tank, etc., are to treat the 
tanks, etc., with larvacides. —The owner of 
every drain or open cesspool shall when 
required by the Commissioners by a notice 
in writing treat such drain or cesspool with 
proper larvacides as a measure for the des¬ 
truction of mosquitoes at intervals of not 
more than ten days, provided that the neces¬ 
sary materials are supplied by the Commis¬ 
sioners. The Commissioners may themselves 
arrange for such measure being taken by 
their own staff. 

•5. Owners of any land may he asked to 
provide subsoil drains .—Tile Commissioners 
may by notice in writing require the owner 
of any land to provide subsoil drains in order 
to improve its sanitary conditions provided 
that there is a suitable outfall for such 
drains. 

4. Owners to pro ride mosquito-proof 
cover for cesspools, etc.—The owner or 
occupier of a building shall, when required 
by the Commissioners by a notice in writing 
within a period to be specified in such notice, 
provide mosquito-proof coverings for nil cess¬ 
pools within the premises and shall construct 
yartl gullies communicating with the drains. 

5. Owners to make cisterns , etc., inuxauito- 
proof .—Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing, cause every cistern 
and reserve tank for storage of water in his 
premises to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the follow¬ 
ing conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall be vrell fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer 
or bv the Chief Engineer, Public 
Heafth Department, and shall be 
kept closed by strong bolts and nuts 
or shall be secured by lock and key. 
The lids should not be opened until 
required for inspection by an officer 
authorised by the Commissioners in 
that behalf or for repair works. 

(h) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve 
tank shall be protected by a per¬ 
forated metal cap of a standard 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Muuiciapl Engineer 
or the Chief Engineer of the Public 
Health Department,. 


(c) The punch holes in the cisterns or 

reserve tanks made by the Muai- 
t-ipal Officers shall be either utilised 
for connecting pipes or properly 
closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating an aper¬ 

ture in the roof or the sides of the 
cistern or reserve tank shall he mos¬ 
quito-proof. 

( e ) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 

water closets should he of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

<J) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a mos¬ 
quito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least sixteen 
meshes to the inch each way or auy 
other material which will effectively 
prevent ingress or egress of mos¬ 
quitoes. In the case of non-provi¬ 
sion of mosquito screen all unscreen¬ 
ed containers shall be completely 
emptied every seven days and 
thoroughh cleaned and dried. 

ti. No new water connection shall be 
given to am building until the storage cis¬ 
terns installed th erein have been inspected 
and certified to be mosquito-proof In the 
Health Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
any other competent person authorized by 
the f'mnmissioners in this behalf. 

7. Numbering of tanks, etc. —Every cis¬ 
tern of reserve tank or flush cistern shall he 
numbered by the Commissioners to facilitate 
inspection. 

8. Cisterns, etc., to be kept in good repair. 
—Every cistern, reserve tank or flush cistern 
shall be kept in good repair or shall lie re¬ 
placed by new ones when necessary. 

!!. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the foregoing by-laws 2, 4, b and 8 shall be 
liable to a fine which may extend to Re. 50. 

By-laws for prevention of the spread of 
disease by flies or other insects. 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any Vend, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor or 
nawker of such articles shall keep the same 
in a glass-case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects.

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stalls shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice in writing, make 
his shop or stall flv-proof with suitable mate¬ 
rials.

The effect of this decision has been to take away all protection from 
the Wards' estates in respect of deereeB or orders passed against them by the' Original or Ap]>cllatc 
Side of the High Court—a jKwition which will largely frustrate the object for which the Legis¬ 
lature enacted Section IOC of the Court of Wards Aet, 1879, in 1936.

BILL 

to provide for the levy of a tax on raw jute purchased by the 

occupiers of jute-mille and by shippers of jute. 

Whkbxas it ia expedient to provide for tho levy of a 
tax on raw jute purchased by the oecupiers of jute-raills and 
by shippers of jute for the purpose of carrying out measures 
for the stabilisation of jute prices and for furthering the 
interests of the growers of jute in the Province and of tho 
jute industry generally; 

It is hereby enaoted as follows :— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Bengal Raw Jute 
Taxation Act, 1941. 

(2) It extends to tho whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Provin¬ 
cial Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context— 

(/) “jute” means the plant known botanically as 
belonging to the genus corchorus, and includes 
all the species of that genus whether known com¬ 
monly as pat, lcosta, nalia or by any other name, 
and also means the plant known botanically as 
hibiscus canvabinus and commonly as mesla ; 

(2) “jute-mill ” means a factory as debited in, or de¬ 

clared to be a factory under, the Factories Act. y y v of 
1934, which is engaged wholly or in part in the 1934. 
manufacture of jute products ; 

(3) “ occupier of a jute-mill ” means the person who has 

ultimate control over the affairs of the jute-mill : 

Provided that, where the affairs of a jute-mill 
are entrusted to a managing agent, such agent 
shall be deemed to be the occupier of the jute- 
mill ; 

(4) “ proscribed ” means prescribed by rules made under 

this Act; 

(5) " purchased ” means purchased, delivered and 

accepted ; 

(6’) “quarter ” means a period of three months ending 
on 31st March, 30th June, 30th September or 
31st December in any year ; 

(7) “ shipper of jute ” means any person who purchases 
raw jute, for supply in the form of raw jute to any 
person outside India. 

3. (!) Except as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, 
there shall lie charged and levied a tax of two annas on every 
rnaund of raw jute purchased by the occupier of a jute-mill or 
purchased and shipped by a shipper of jute and such tax 
shall be payable to the Provincial (Jovemment. by the occupier 
of every jute-mill and by every shipper of jute. 

(2) No tax shall be leviable under this Act on any raw 
jute in respect of which such tax has already bee/1 paid : 

Provided that the burden of proving that such tax has 
already been paid shall be upon the person who claims the 
benefit of this sub-section. 

(3) No tax shall be leviable under this Act on any raw 
jute purchased under a contract entered into Iwforo tho date of 
commencement of this Act.

4. (1) No premises shall, after the oommenoement of this 
Act, be used as a jute-mill unless suoh premises have been 
registered by the oooupier of the jute-mill on payment of such 
fee as may be prescribed, and every suoh registration Bhall be 
renewed annually, by the occupier of suoh jute-mill on pay¬ 
ment of such fee as may be prescribed : 

Provided that, where any premises are, at the commence¬ 
ment of this Act, used as a jute-mill, the occupier of such 
jute-mill shall be allowed two months from such oommenoe¬ 
ment to effect such registration. 

(2) No premises constructed or adapted after the commence¬ 
ment of this Act for use as a jute-mill shall be registered 
without the previous sanction of the Provincial Government. 

(3) An application for registration or renewal thereof under 
this section shall be made in such form and to such authority 
as may be prescribed, and the prescribed authority shall, in 
the prescribed mannor and form, maintain a record of every 
registration and renewal thereof.

Provided that any person carrying on business as a 
shipper of jute at the commencement of this Act shall be 
allowed two months from such commencement to effect such 
registration. 

(2) An application for registration or renewal thereof 
under this section shall be made in such form and to such 
authority as may be prescribed, and the prescribed authority 
shall, in the prescribed marmer and form maintain a record 
of every registration and renewal thereof. 

(.?) The registration of any shipper of jute may, with 
the previous sanction of the Provincial Government, be can¬

6. Every occupier of a jute-mill shall in respect of, and 
at, such jute-mill— 

(a) keep books of aocount relating to the purchase of 
• raw jute in the prescribed form ; and 

(A) submit every quarter to such authority as may be 
•prescribed a return in the prescribed form and 
before the prescribed date showing— 

(i) the quantity of raw jute held in stock in the 
jute-mill at the beginning of the preooding 
quarter;

(Claneea 7 — 9.) 

(*») the quantity of row jute purchased by him 
for the jute-mill during the preceding 
quarter; 

(in) the- quantity of raw jute despatched from 
the jute-mill during the preceding quarter ; 

(»»>) the quantity of raw jute held in stock in 
the jute-mill at the end of the preceding 
quarter; and 

(v) such other particulars as may be prescribed. 


7. Every shipper of jute shall, in respect of his business 
and at each place at which he carries on such business— 

(a) keep 1 >ooks of account in the prescribed form ; 

(ft) submit every month to such authority a« may he 

prescribed a return in the prescribed form and 

before the prescribed date showing— 

(») the quantity of raw jute held in stock by 
him at the beginning of the preceding 
month ; 

(ii) the quantity of raw jute purchased by him 
fluring the preceding month ; 

(»»*) the quantity of raw jute shipped by him 
during the preceding month ; 

(if) the quantity of raw jute held in stock by 
him at the end of the preceding month : 
and 

(v) such other particulars as may be prescribed. 


8 . Before submitting in each period the return referred

(o) the form of application for registration and renewal 
thereof under sub-section (3) of section 4 or 
sub-section (2) of section 5, the authority to which 
such applications shall be made, the manner 
and form in which such authority shall maintain 
a record of registrations and renewals, and the 
fees payable for registration and renewal thereof; 

(h) the forms in which books of account shall bo kept 
under clause (a) of sections 6 and 7 ; 

(e) the authority to which returns are to be submitted 
under clause (It) of sections 6 and 7, the forms 
of such returns, the date before which they arc 
to be submitted and the particulars other than 
those specified in the said clauses to be contained 
in those returns ; 

(d) the authority which may, under section 12, accord 

previous sanction to the institution of proceedings; 

(e) the rank of police officers empowered to investigate 

offences under section 13 ; 

(/) the authority' which may, under sub-section (/) of 
section 16, accept payment by way of composition 
for offences under this Act ; 

(g) the authority to w'hich an appeal shall lie under 

clause (a) of sub-section (/) of section 20 ; and 

( h) the exemption from the whole,’or any of the provi¬ 

sions, of this Act. 


(3) In making any rule under sub-scction (I) or sub-section 
(2), the Provincial Government may provide that anv person 
committing a breach thereof shall, on conviction, be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In order to finance the carrying out of measures for the stabilisation of jute prices, the 
improvement of marketing and generally to further the interests of the jute-growers of the 
province and of the industry as a whole, considerable sums of money are required which cannot 
be found out of ordinary revenues. The object of this Bill is to provide funds for these 
purposes and it is intended to earmark the proceeds of this tax for such.expenditure. 

It has been estimated that the amount required will not be less than Rs. 50 lakhs and 
this tax at the rate of annas two per maund is expected to yield a gross revenue of about that sum 
in a normal year. 

In the course of its progress from the growor to the ultimate consumer in Bengal, jute 
passes through several hands and is the subject of a series of sales and purchases. It is 
not intended that every such sale and purchase should be taxed. The intention i* that only one 
such sale or purchase shall bo liable to the tax. 

For practical reasons and for administrative convenience it is proposed to tax only what 
may be called the “ final ” transaction. That is to say, to impose and collect the tax at the 
stage whore— 

(a) it is delivered to a jute-mill to be used in the manufacture of jute goods, or 

(h) it is delivered to the shipper in the form of “ pucca ” bales for supply to consumers 
overseas. 

In such case it is more convenient to collect the tax from the final purchaser in Bengal, 
the jute-mill owner or the shipper, and it is also easier to detect and prevent evasions of the tax 
at these two ]toints. The Bill is accordingly designed to provide for this. ,

BILL 

to prevent theft of unidentifiable articles in industrial areas. 

Whereas it is expedient to prevent theft of unidenti¬ 
fiable articles in industrial artv.s ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Bengal Criminal Law 
(Industrial Areas) Amendment Act, 1941. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) This section shall come into force at once and the 
remaining provisions of this Act shall come into force in such 
areas and on such dates as the Provincial Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, specify in this behalf 
and for this purpose different dates may be sjnscified for 
different areas. 


2. Any person found, between sunset and sunrise,— [Of. Ben. 

Act IV of 

(a) armed with any dangerous or offensive instrument i 888,8 - 

whatsoever, with intent to oommit any criminal 
act; 

(b) having his face covered or otherwise disguised, with 

intent to commit any offence ; 

(c) in any dwelling-house or other building whatsoever, 

without being able satisfactorily to account for 
bis presence therein ; or 

any reputed thief found between sunset and sunrise 
on board any vessel or boat, or lying or loitering in any 
bazar, street, yard, thoroughfare or other place who shall 
not give any satisfactory account of himself ; or 

any person having in his possession, without lawful 
excuse (the proof of which excuse shall be on such person) 
any implement of house-breaking ; 

may be taken into custody by any police-officer without a 
warrant, and shall be liable, on summary conviction before 
a Magistrate, to imprisonment, for a term which may extend 
to three months. 

Explanation .—In this section the word "street” means 
any road, lane, footway, square, court, alley or passage, 
whether a thoroughfare or not, to which the public have, 
permanently or temporarily, a right of access. 


3. (I) Whoever has in his possession, or conveys in any [CJ. Ben. 
manner, or offers for sale or pawn, anything which there is Aot IV of 
reason to believe to have been stolen or fraudulently obtained, 1888> 
shall, if he fails to account for such possession or act to the *' 84A- ^ 
satisfaction of the Magistrate, be liable to fine which may 
extend to one hundred rupees, or to imprisonment, for a 
term which may extend to three months.

(2) If any person charged under sub-section (I) in respect 
of anything declares that he received such thing from some 
other person, or that he was employed as a carrier, agent 
or servant to convey such thing for some other person, the 
Magistrate, after such further inquiry (if any) as he may 
deem necessary, may summon such other person, and any 
former or pretended purchaser or other person through 
whose possession such thing is alleged to have passed, to 
appear before him, and may examine such person and any 
witnesses who are produced to testify to such receipt, employ¬ 
ment or possession ; and, if it appears to such Magistrate that 
any such person had possession of such thing and had 
reasonable cause to believe that it was stolen or fraudulently 
obtained, the Magistrate may punish him with fine which 
may extend to one hundred rupees, or with imprisonment, 
for a term which may extend to three months. 


STATEMENT OF OUE6T8 AND REASONS. 

Thefts of articles from railway workshops and stores and from mill and industrial areas 
are of frequent occurrence and it is always difficult to bring the offenders to book owing to the 
difficulty of satisfactory identification of the articles as required by law. The question of 
dealing with the criminals has been examined by the Railway Administrations as also by the 
Blandy-Gordon Committee and bv Government and the view has been held that the problem 
can be effectively met only by special legislation on the lines of sections 32 and 54A of the 
Calcutta Police Act, 1806, which while applying to the whole of Bengal should, at the outset, 
be extended to such individual areas as Government may, from time to time, notify to that 
effect. For tho present, it is proposed to make the Bill applicable to the railway workshops 
at Kharagpur, Kanchrapara and Chittagong.

make au award in writing which shall be 
final in respect of such claim. 

6. Tn determining the amount of compen¬ 
sation regard shall be had to any actual 
pecuniary loss suffered by the owuffl of the 
property in respect of which compensation is 
claimed which is directly attributable to the 
operation of the order made under rules 49, 
76, 78 and 79 of the Rules, as the case may 
he, which has occasioned the accrual of a 
right to such compensation and to any special 
services rendered by such owner to the Pro¬ 
vincial Government in the particular case or 
any expenses incurred by such owner in com¬ 
plying with such order.

(ii) the actual fare paid for railway journeys in India and Ceylon 

when travelling to avail of a sea passage, or when returning 
after having taken a sea passage under these rules, provided 
the fare shall not exceed the cost of a single 2nd class fare 
for the railway journey between Bombay and the place at 
which the officer was last stationed or to which he is posted 
on return to duty respectively. 


(4) the domicile of a person at the date of his appointment shall be 
determined in accordance with the rules published .with the Government 
of Bengal, notification No. 98fiF., dated the 17th February 1927. 

3. Account of pnxx/ipe monies .—(/) A separate account shall Ire 
opened by the Accountant-General, Bengal, in the case of each officer, 
and if such officer is married, for his wife and if he has children’, for 
each child. These accounts shall be credited respectively with the 
number of the passages to which the officer, his wife and children are 
entitled under rule 4, and no transfer of any credit shall Ire made from 
out; account to another. Within the limit of these credits the officer 
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shall be entitled to receive passages by sea between a port in India and 
a port outside Asia for himself, his wife and his children, respectively, 
provided as follows: — 

(a) The cost of a single or return passage by sea shall not in any case 
exceed the cost of a single or return passage, as the case may be, by 
the r. * 0. liner between Bombay and London by the aU-sea route. 


(6) If the cost of any passage engaged is less than the cost of a 
passage by the P. A O. by sea between Bombay and London by all-sea 
route, and the individual concerned, performs any part of the journey 
between port and port by land, it shall be permissible for such individual 
to draw the actual cost of the railway fare, but not exceeding the 
difference between the cost of the passage engaged and the cost of a 
passage by the P. & Q. by sea between Bombay and London by the all¬ 
sea route. ' 

(#) (<*) Payment for all-sea passages shall he made by the Accountant- 
General, Bengal, to the steamship companies either direct or through 
recognized firms of passenger agents. 

(b) Payment on account of journeys by land shall be made by the 
Accountant-General, Bengal, either to the officer making the claim or to 
the steamship company or a recognized firm of passenger agents. 

(o’) The accounts mentioned in sub-rule (J) shall be debited with the 
number of the passages actually engaged subject to the limit prescribed 
in that sub-rule, and with the number of fares drawn or account of 
railway journey mentioned therein. 

Note 1 .—For the purpose of the proviso (b) to sub-rule (/) of this 
rule, a journey by land may be deemed to include a passage across the 
English Channel, and railway fare may be deemed to include the cost 
of such a passage. 

4. Number of ‘patmge* available .—The maximum benefits to which

No. 21/33/40.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Foreigners Act, 
1940 (II of 1940), the Central Government is 
pleased to direct that the following further 
amendment shall be made in the Foreigners 
Order, 1939, namely— 

In the said Order, after paragraph 9, the 
following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

Report on movement *.—“10 (1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in the Registra¬ 
tion of Foreigners Rules, 1939, and subject to 
the provisions of sub-paragraphs (2) and (4), 
every foreigner who is registered under the 
said rules shall, if he intends to make a 
journey to any place beyond the boundaries of 
the district in which he is for the time being 
residing, make a report in w riting of his 
intention to make such journey to the Registra¬ 
tion Officer of that district and shall furnish in 
the said report full particulars of his itinerary, 
including particulars of the places which lie 
intends to visit and of the dates on which he 
expects to visit them. 

(2) Nothing in sub-paragraph (1) shall be 
deemed to require any foreigner who has made 
the report prescribed in that paragraph to 
make any further report in respect of the same 
journey to the Registration Officer of any 
district through which he may pass during the 
course of that journey: 

Provided that if, after making the said 
report, the foreigner makes any change in his 
itinerary he shall report such change imme¬ 
diately to the Registration Officer to whom 
the said report, was delivered and also to the 
Registration Officer having jurisdiction over 
any place which he may visit and which was 
not included in the itinerary furnished with 
the said report. 

(3) The report prescribed by sub-paragraph 
( 1) shall, in default of sufficient cause to the 
contrary being shown to the satisfaction of the 
Registration Officer, he delivered to the Regis¬ 
tration Officer at least twenty-four hours 
before the foreigner commences his journey. 


(4) The Registration Officer may, in special 
circumstances, issue, on the application of a 
foreigner to whom this paragraph applies, a 
travel permit expressed to be valid for one or 
more journeys to be made within a specified 
period and between specified places or within 
a specified area and, thereupon, the said 
foreigner shall be deemed to have made the 
report prescribed in sub-paragraph ( 1 ) in res¬ 
pect of any journey for which the said permit 
is expressed to be valid.”

A Test Examination of private candidates 
for permission to appear at the Matriculation 
Examination of the Calcutta University to 
he held in March 1942 will he conducted 
under the orders of the Inspector of Schools, 
Presidency Division, in Calcutta, and at 
Government high schools in the Presidency 
Division outside Calcutta from Monday, 
the 1st December 1941, according to the 
programme annexed hereto. 

2. Applications for permission to appear 
at, the Test, Examination of private candi¬ 
dates should he made in printed forms only 
to be- obtained in person from the office of 
the Inspector of Schools, Presidency Divi¬ 
sion, or from the /lend Masters of the Gov¬ 
ernment high schools in the Division■ outside 
Calcutta. 

Candidates residing in the Presidency 
Division arc only eligible for appearing at the 
Test Examination to he conducted by the 
Inspector of Schools, Presidency Division. 

•‘1. Private candidates are those who have 
not attended any school, recognised or unre¬ 
cognised, imparting general education for at 
least one year previous to the Matriculation 
Examination.

NOTICE. 


A competitive examination for direct appointment to the Bengal Civil Servioe (Executive), and the 
Bengal Junior Civil Servioe will be held in Calcutta in February 1942 in aoeordance with Rule IX of the 
Bengal Provincial Services Recruitment Rules, published in notification No. 7183A., dated the 22nd May 
1930. 

2. Vacancies. —Vacancies in the following aervioes will be filled on the result of this examination:— < 

Bengal Civil Service (Executive). 

Bengal Junior Civil Servioe. 

Bengal Police Service. 

Upper Division Secretariat -Clerical Servioe. 

The number of vacancies in each servioe will be announced later. 

Each candidate will be required to specify in his application the service or services for which he desires 
to compete, placing them in the order of his preference, and the choice thus indicated will be final. 
Candidates will not be allowed to alter their choice of services ; only in exceptional cases such applications 
may be considered provided they roach the Seoretary, Public Service Commission, Bengal, before the 
examination begins. Appointments will be assigned to successful competitors with due consideration to 
their choice and the number of vacancies in the services. 


3. Qualifications. —The indispensable qualifications of a candidate are— 

(i) that he is a native of Bengal or has a permanent domicile within the Presidency of Bengal; 

(it) that he is a natural bom subject of His Majesty, or of an Indian State in respect of whom the 
Governor-General in Council has made a declaration under section 262 of the Government of India Act 
1935; 

(Hi) that he shall have attained the age of 22 and shall not have attained the age of 25 on the 1st 
October 1941; 

(tv) that he is a graduate of a recognised University ; 

(v) that he is of good character; and 

(vi) that he is of sound health, good physique, active habits and free from organic defects or bodily 
infirmity. 

Along with his application every candidate shall attach his Matriculation Certificate in original and 
certificates, written not more than one year prior to the date of his application from two responsible persona 
unconnected with his College or University, and not related to him, testifying to his private character 
and stating that he is a native of or haB a permanent domicile within the Province of Bengal. The Scheduled 
Caste candidates are required to furnish also a certificate from the District Magistrates of their districts 
or from the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta (in case of Calcutta candidates) testifying to their belonging 
to one of the Scheduled Castes recognised by Government. Excepting the original Matriculation Certificate 
other certificates will not be returned. The age limits can in no case bo relaxed. 


4. Applications—Method of submission of foo, ote.— (*) A person desiring to be admitted to the 
examination shall apply before the 20th August 1941 to the head of the oollege from which he passed his 
examination tor the degree of Baohelor of Arts, Science, Commerce, etc. A candidate who passed the 
examination as a non-collegiate student shall send in his application to the Registrar, Calcutta University 
together with a certificate of character signed by the Principal of his College if he was connected with one, 
and by the Magistrate of the district in which he is resident in other cases ; candidates from the Dacca 
University shall apply to the Registrar, Dacca University. AH other candidates (not included in the 
previously mentioned categories) shall apply to the Director of Publio Instruction. Bengal Writers’ 
Buildings, Calcutta: • ’ 

Provided that in no case shall a candidate apply to more than one of theso authorities, and that such 
applications shall always be made through their Durbars by persons resident in a State in fndi^ 

(ii) Applications shall be made, in the form shown in Schedule I, copies of whioh may be obtainod 
from the heads of Colleges, the Registrars of the Calcutta and Dacca Universities, and the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bengal. 

(in) No application will be taken into consideration by the nominating authority unless it is 
accompanied, by a chalan showing payment into a Government treasury in Bengal, or Reserve TUnt 0 f 
India, Calcutta, of the sum of Re. 5. This payment is obligatory whether such application is subsequently 
rejected or not and no claim for a refund of this fee will bo entertained. Applications stamped, with postage 
or other stamps will not be accepted. 1 ^ 

(iv) No allegation that an application form or letter respecting such form, has been lost or delayed 
in the post will be considered unless the person making such allegation produces a Post Office registration 
reodpt or certificate of posting. Candidates who delay their applications until a late date will do so at 
their own risk. 


'Die heads of Colleges, the Registrars of the Caloutta and Dacca Universities and 
the Director of Ihxbhc Instruction, Bengal, shall forward to the Seoretary, Public Service Oom- 
mission, Bengal, before the 25th August 1941, the applications of candidates nominated in accord- 
ance with the allotment of iiominations shown in Schedule II and shall certify the moral character 
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of each candidate bo nominated. The application# of non>eollegiate students nominated by the Registrar 
of the Calcutta University should be supported by the character certificates mentioned in paragraph 3 
above. In making these nominations, due regard should be paid to the desirability of different classes 
and communities being represented in the public service and'four list* should be made separately for the 
four different categories of (1) Muslims, (2) Scheduled Castes, (3) Minority Communities and (4) Hindus. 
Care should be taken to nominate only suoh candidates as are likely to pass the medical examination since 
experience shows that a considerable number of candidates successful in the literary examination fail to 
pass the medical test. 

«. Mwtien certificates. —The Public Service Commission will issue certificates of selection to such 
a number of the nominated candidates as they consider desirable. The selection or rejection of a candidate 
by the Commission shall be final, and no candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless he holds 
suoh a certificate : 

In making their selection the Publio Service Commission will have consideration to the resolution of 
Government fixing the communal ratio according to which all appointments to Government services will 
be made. 

7. PartiOulart of candidates. —The Public Service Commission may require such further proof or 
particulars from the candidates as they may consider neoossary, and may make enquiries regarding their 
character and domicile. 

8. Examination ft* and tims-tabla. —Every candidate to whom a certificate of selection has been 
issued will, within a week from the date of its receipt, deposit into a Government treasury in Bengal or 
Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta, a sum of Rs. 50 as examination fee and forward the receipt for the same 
to the Secretary, Public Service Commission, Bengal. Under no circumstances will the fee paid be refunded. 
Delay in this respect may render a candidate’s name liable to removal from the list ol examinees. On 
complying with this requirement, the candidates will receive from the Secretary a time-table for the 
examination. The examination will be held in February 1942 at Calcutta. The dates and place of the 
examination will be communicated to the candidates separately. 

9. Canvassing. —Any attempt on the part of a candidate! to enlist support for his application through 
persons of influent* or officials of Government will disqualify him for appointment. Spontaneous recom¬ 
mendations from persons interested in the candidates, or otherwise known to them, will be disregarded. 

10. Disclosure of Identity. —Candidates should not write their names or roll numbers anywhere except 
in the space provided for the purpose on the answer books. Any paper containing a mark or a hint revealing 
the identity of a candidate will be rejected without further scrutiny. 

11. Inedibility of Government servants. —No person holding a substantive appointment in Govern¬ 
ment service or an appointment on probation against a substantive vacancy under Government will 
ordinarily he eligiblo to appear at the competitive examination. Persons holding purely temporary posts 
under Government should submit their applications in the manner prescril*d in paragraph 4 above. 

12. Syllabus of examination and marks. —The examinations will be held in the subjects and according 
to the syallabus shown in Schedule III which also indicates the numerical value to 1* attached to each 
paper at the examination. 

As the possession of a knowledge of a provincial vernacular is an essential condition of appointment, 
candidates, whoso ordinary spoken and written language is not Bengali, must take up translation from 
English into one of the provincial vernaculars named below:— 

(t) Bengali, (Hi) Urdu, 

(ii) Hindi, (iv) Nepali, 

and vice versa in the compulsory paper. Successful candidates, however, who have offered any language 
other than Bengali in that paper and are appointed to a service for which thare is a Departmental Examina¬ 
tion, will be required to pass completely the Departmental Examinations in Bengali within two years of 
the date of their appointment to the service. 

13. Msdlttl Examination. —As soon as the results of the examinations are ready, a proportion of 
the candidates who have qualified will be called upon to appear before a Medical Board for a certificate 
of their fitness for Government service in form A of Schedule IV of the Bengal Provincial Services 
Recruitment Rules. An order to appear before the Medical Board must not however be understood to 
mean that the oandidate, if found fit, will necessarily receive an appointment as the number of candidates 
who will be summoned for medical examination will be slightly in excess of the total number of vacancies, 
and the question of his appointment will depend upon the results of the medical examination taken as a 
whole. Hegulations governing the physical examination of candidates are set forth in Schedule IV of 
the Bengal Provincial Services Recruitment Rules and intending candidates are advised before they apply 
for admission to the examination to satisfy themselves that they are likely to qualify as physically fit 
under those regulations, for experience has shown that a considerable number of the candidates at the 
competitive examinations are subsequently rejected by the Medical Board as unfit. 

14. Availability Of old question papers. —These question papers may be purchased from the Book Depot, 
Writers' Buildings, Caloutta, or from the Publication Branch, Bengal Government Press, Alipore, at 
Re. 1 for a complete set of questions for one year.

Students whose ordinary spoken and written language is not Bengali will he required to take up trans¬ 
lation from one of the four Indian vernaculars mentioned above (viz., Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, Nepali) into 
English and vice versa.

There will be two papers on this subject. ■ The first paper will consist of two parts dealing with the 
History of Islam in India and the History of Islam outside India, respectively. Each part will carry a 
maximum of 75 marks. The second paper will deal with Islamic Philosophy and Culture and will carry 
150 marks. 

What the examinee will be expected to know is not the account of battles or history of intrigues, but 
a good knowledge of the social, political and economical conditions of the Islamic Empire and of the lite¬ 
rary, philosophic and scientific activities of the Muslims under the Caliphate. In thiB connection special 
attention should be paid to foreign and particularly Hellenistic influences on Islamic thought and culture. 
Ho will be further required to know the sources of information on this subject—contemporary and 
modern—and to estimate their relative importance as works of history. Stress will be laid on the manner 
and method in which the subject is approached and discussed. Nor will the style be reckoned as less 
important than the subject matter. The object of the examination will be not to test the memory of the 
examinee but his grasp of the subject, his power of thinking, his capacity for seizing on the essentials as 
opposed to non-essentials in a long, complicated narrative. 


14.—Constitutional History of England and the Empire. 

In this paper the main stress will be laid on the period from 1600 A.D. onwards, but candidates will 
be expected to possess a knowledge of the main episodes of constitutional importance prior to that date. 
Candidates should also be acquainted with the history of the making of the constitutions of Australia, 
Canada, South Africa and Tndia. Special knowledge of that of Tndia w ill be required. The constitutional 
history of the United States of America, so far as it throws light on English Constitutional History, should 
he known.

Candidates will be 
required to show a knowledge of the theory of the state, theories about the origin of the state, theories 
of law and sovereignty, citizenship, theories about state interference, the structure of Government, forms of 
Government and the ends of the state. A knowledge of the historical development of some of the more 
important theories will also be required. 

Political organisation will include a study of the details of the British constitution and the Indian 
constitution and the outlines of the constitutions of Prance, the United States, Germany, Canada, Australia 
and South Africa. The history of institutions is not included, but candidates will be required to know 
the earlier stages from which existing Indian political institutions have directly developed. 
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i 17.—Anth rap a teg y. 

Social. 

Candidates will not be expected to have an extensive experience of laboratory and museum work. 
The subject will be treated with special, but not exclusive, reference to peoples of rude culture including 
pre-historic civilization. 

Physical. 

The subject includes pre-historic Archaeology and Technology. Candidates will be expected to have 
such knowledge as may be’acquired by laboratory artd museum work consisting mainly in the handling 
and study of specimens and exhibits. The subject will be treated with special, but not exclusive, reference 
to peoples of rude culture including pre-historic civilization. 


18.—Comparativa Philology. 


The subject shall include— 

{a) the general principles of the Science of Language, including Elementary, General Phonetics, 
Families of speech. Evolution of Language in Phonetics, Inflections, Syntax and Meaning to the Evidence 
of Language in the History of Civilization and History of Philological Speculation.

the competent authority shall, unless the

have the matter determined, and such 
Magistrate or other officer, after hearing 
both parties to the question or giving them 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard, 
shall summarily determine the matter, and 
the decision of such Magistrate or other 
officer shall be final.

"The Accountant-General, Bengal's further remarks have refer¬ 
ence to 95 paragraphs of the original report, out of which 
replies to 45 paragraphs have already been sent to the 
Accountant-General, ns per Chief Executive Officer's letters 
Nos. S-5281 and 8-4545 dated 21st December, 1834 end 18th 
November, 1935, reepectively. We were about to despatch 
another hatch of replies when the Examiner of Local Ac¬ 
counts, Bengal, enquired in his letter Xu. LA-2217 dated 4th 
March. 1936, if the replies to the further remarks, i.e., to the 
45 paragraphs previously sent had been approved by the Cor¬ 
poration. This enquiry creates an awkward position. The 
replies to the original reports are placed before the Cor¬ 
poration through the Finanoe Committee. The Corpora¬ 
tion accepts the replies in-some cases or gives directions 
or makes reservations in the form of resolutions in others. 
These resolutions are duly communicated to the Accountant- 
General, Bengal. Replies to the further remarks and 
subsequent remarks of the Accountant-General are furnish¬ 
ed by the Chief Executive Officer. The implication in the 
enquiry of the Examiner, Local Account*, would involve an 
interminable increase of work and would create a dead¬ 
lock. The Examiner was written to on this point as per 
Chief Executive Officer’s Letter No. 8-353,' dated the 21st 
April. 1936. Pending settlement of this question it is not 
possible to send replies to the remaining paragraphs. 

In reply to a special query of the Superintendent, Government 
Audit regarding para 39 of the Audit Report for the year 
in question. 1 suggested to him m my noto dated 5th Sep¬ 
tember, 1936. that when there is a disagreement Iwtwocn the 
Auditors and the Corporation on some general questions, it 
would make for effective settlement., if the same questions 
are raised in a subsequent audit report pointing out why the 
Auditors cannot agree with the Corporation and insisting 
upon action being taken in accordance with their views. I 
pointed out that it would be impossible in practice to take 
these matters piece-meal to the Corporation, i.f., as each 
arises in the course of correspondence. 

An enquiry was subsequently made of the Superintendent cn

Outstanding bills not produced during stock-talcing. 

19. From the quarterly reports of the Chief Accountant on the results of the 
■lock-taking of outatanding bills it is found that a large number of bills or receipt* 
in lieu thereof was not produced on each occasion of stock-taking No explanation 
for this waa forthcoming and it did not appear that any action had been taken 
to atop the continuance of this irregularity. Rule 393 of the Assessment, and 
Collection Manual contemplates the submission of explanation in every case of 
taxes remaining unrealised at the end of each quarter. This rule, however, is 
not being followed. 

Paha 19.—The Collector reports 

Full explanation is always given on the report of the Chief 
Accountant every quarter about non-production of bills. 

R is true that Rule 393 of the Assessment and Collection 
Manual is not strictly followed every quarter in some at 
the Divisions mainly due to heavy outstanding as such 
scrutiny takes a very long time. However, thin rule is 
strictly followed at the end of each year. 


Defalcation by a Bailiff (f. 0. Nag.) 


20 (») (i) Nature of defalcation Out of the collection? made during the 3nd 
and 3rd quarters of the year 1934-35 a sum of Rs. 5,617-11-9 was defalcated 
by a bailiff named Fatik Chandra Nag. The absence of this bailiff for day* 
together after the 30th November, 1934 aroused suspicion and enquiries which 
were started in consequence led to the discovery of tins defalcation Out, of the 
defalcated amount a sutn of Rs. 5,289-15-9 hss already been recovered from the 
Bailiff's security deposit, Provident Fund money and otliei sources, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 327-12 which still awaits adjustment by recovery or otherwise. 


Para 20 (a) (i)—The Collector reports:— 

Full amount defalcated by bailiff F. C. Nag including 
Rt 327-12-0 was recovered from various sources. The 
latter sum, i is , Rs. 327-12-0 relates to some disputed bills 
for which steps are being taken. 


(ii) Delay in diecovery.—The chief feature in this case of defalcation wag 
the delay which occurred in its discovery The defalcation stalled in the 1st 
week of August, 1934 and remained undetected till the 2nd week of December, 
1934, i.s., for more than 4 months. The fact that no further delay occurred wai 
also not directly due to the vigilance on the part of the Supervising Officers of 
the Collection Department, but to the culprit’s absenting himself for day* 
together after the 30th November, 1934. Tf no such absente had occurred, it ta 
likely that the defalcation would have remained undetected for a much lunge*| 
time. 

(iii) Buies not followed (a).—Rule 436 of the Assessment and Collection 
Manual of the Corporation provides for a weekly stock-taking of bills outstanding 
with bailiffs by the inspectors. The Rule requires that each inspector should 
select at random the accounts of one oi the bailiffs each week for the check 
of ontstandipg bill* and was obviously designed to discourage temporary defalca¬ 
tion by Bailiffs as wall as to prevent delay as far as possible in the discovery of 
defalcation which might have been committed. It appears that this rule waa 
not followed and is not being followed at present. 


Paiu 20 (a) (ii) ft (iii) ft (b), (c) ft (d)—The absence of 
the bailiff no doubt was the main source of the discovery of 
the defalcation. 

It. is true that had the rules for weekly stock-taking and 
verification of bailiff’s accounts been followed strictly ac¬ 
cording to Manual, they might have provided further source 
of discovery. But it may be noted that in the present 
circumstances when there is a large number of outstanding 
bills to be accounted fnr, it is impossible for the depart¬ 
ment to complete accounts in the given time without ab- 
surdly increasing the staff. The policy now followed is 
to reduce the balance anyhow so that rules referred to 
in the Audit Report may be followed in a near future. 
It, may not he out of place to mention that to follow each 
iTnd every mile of the Manual without interfering with the 
main work of the department, t>, collection, is only prac¬ 
ticable when the outstanding is nominal. 

Regarding reooipts in lieu of bills granted by parties other 
than Government etc., the reason for such practice has 
been stated many times to the Government Auditors. It 
i re P eft f®d that the practice cannot be done away 
with altogether without hampering the collection. H 
may be mentioned that a revised form for such receipt! 
has been introduced at present.

(c) Under Rule 439 of the Assessment and Collection Manual, bailiffs are 
allowed to make over bills for inspection to Government -Officers and produce 
receipts given by them in lion of outstanding bills at the time of stock-taking. 
In other cases the production of such -receipts is -admissible only if the previous 
permission of the Deputy Executive Officer had bean taken fot the making over 
of bills for examination. This rule is not being strictly followed and a large 
number of unauthorised receipts are produced and accepted at each stock-taking. 
The departure from the procedure laid down in the manual - facilitated the 
defalcation. It was found that oat of the defalcated amount*, a sum of 
Rs. 2,758-4-9 for the 2nd quarter o! 1934-35 was covered.by 17 such, unauthorised 
receipts, the bills in respect of which had already been paid by the parties con- 
earned.

Para 28 (a).—The Chief flhw Officer reports:— 

The principal reason which accounts for the heavy outstand¬ 
ing in my hands is the transfer of inordinately heavy de¬ 
mands every year from the Collector beyond all propor¬ 
tions. On an examination of the figures it will he seen 
that during the year under consideration and the year pre¬ 
vious thereto the Collector transferred aggregate amount!

It is needless to 
mention that unless and until our collection is brought 
ahead of the annual transfer, it cannot possibly he expected 
that the amount of outstandings will lie reduced. Although 
we are making every possible effort- in that behalf by 
raising our collections, such effort on our part- is unfortu¬ 
nately being rendered fmitless by the ever-growing in¬ 
crease in the rate of annual transfeis.

9. Final orders of the Government on the Audit Report for 
1934-35.—The Committee were asked to consider the final orders of the 
Government on the Audit Report for the year 1934-35 as communicated 
in their letter No. 530 M. dated the 6tli April, 1940. 

On the recommendation of tlie Finance Standing Committee 
the Corporation on 14th September, 1938 resolved as follows:-— 

That the departmental replies be accepted and that a reply he 
sent to Government accordingly. 

- The above resolution was duly communicated to the Secretary, 
Government of Bengal, who replied as follows : 

Letter So. 530.1/ dated 6 th April. 1940 from f he Secretary 
to the government of Bengal. 

“I am directed to refer to the correspondence resting with 
your letter No. S.4357 dated the 22nd September. 193*. regarding 
the report on the audit of the accounts of the Calcutta Corporation 
for the year 1934 35. 

2. 1 am to say that Government have earefulh considered 

he audit report together with the explanations submitted by the 
Corporation and I am to communicate the following observations 
and orders of Government, in the matter- 

r These observ'd ions and orders have been shoim against the 
respective paragraphs of the A add Reports 

1 am to request that the audit report together with the replies 
of die Corporation, the audit rejoinder and the final orders of 
Government may now be published as required bv Rule 7 of the 
rules regarding the audit of the accounts of ihe Calcutta Corpora¬ 
tion issued under Government Notification No. 29S0-M. dated the 
30th May. 1935, as subsequently amended."’ 

The Chief Aeroiridant reported as follow- 

As directed by you, this "Department is taking action to make 
fhe Audit Report for 1934-35 with relevant matter^ readv for the 
1'ress and T hope this will be sent to the Press soon. 

The Audit Rules do not provide for inclusion in 'he puhlica 
tion of any replies or remarks subsequent to the passing of the final 
ojders by Government. The orders and observations o* Govern 
men* are however of a nature deserving the attention of the Corpo- 
lation. The Government also desire to have further replies ; I the 
Corporation on certain points. The letter mav therefore be placed 
before the Corporation through the Finance Committee for which 
your orders are solicited. 

The orders and observations of Government are dealt with 
para by para below as they appear in the Audit Report. 

Paragraph 12 — Cash in hand (a'ifh the Treasarep . 

i his'relates to the method oi accounting for the sums realised 
bv various officers of the Corporation on or before 31s| March, of a 
financ’-tl year and deposited in the Treasury on the first wo: king 
dav oi the following year.

'Ibis relates fo surendor of decretal claims in respect of 
premises No. 83. Upper Chitpore Road. The resolutions of the 
Corporation daied 20th August. 1938. in this connection me quoted 
below for ready reference.

(i) That the claim in the suit was compromised in view of the 
various- complications in the matter and that the compromise was 
m the best interests of the Corporation. The Corporation re iterate 
their \ iew that there was no irregularity in this case and it is there 
fore absolutely outside the jurisdiction of the Auditors to pursue 
tne matter further. 

;ii) That Section 537 (c) of the Act does not make it obligatory 
on (be Corporation to give their reasons for a compromise nm ran 
all the “pros" and “eons" be recorded in each case. 

Paragraph 30 Expenditure in excess of provision in the 
Budget. 

'File suggestion contained in the Government Order No. 530M 
dated 911) April, 1940 to the effect that Corporation sanction is 
necessity under Section 13(b) of the Act to incur liability for the 
excess expenditure to be carried ove r to the following year is not 
Practicable for the following reason : — 

The cash account, of the Corporation is closed with the close 
of lb - financial year but the transfer adjustments on account of 
stores issued from stock cannot be closed on that day. Tn fact, it 
takes about 2 to 3 months to complete the adjustments for trans¬ 
actions made within the year and obviously the amounts of the 
act/urn liabilities .in excess over the budget grants cannot be ascer¬ 
tained before such adjustments are actually closed. 

ii is hardly a fact that liabilities are incurred by the Officers 
of the Corporation in excess of the Budget provision due to injudi¬ 
cious o - unnecessary commitments. The main cause for such 
cxce-: cs is the adjustment of the previous year’s liabilities as well 
ns- occasional purchase of excess quantitv of stores during the 
current year in terms of the spepcification. This necessitates addi- 
.ionai budget provisions during the year whch is arranged with 
the sanction of the Finance Committee and/or the Corporation 
under Section 95 of the Act, on the basis of the estimates available 
at the dmc, but if such estimates are not complete it cannot be 
detected within the year. 

Or; account of the facts stated above it is not possible to obtain 
sanction of the Corporation to the liabilities within the year under 
Section 13(b) of the Act. 
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It may therefore be submitted to Government for reconsidera¬ 
tion and further orders. 

Paragraphs 32 and 34—Refund of Motor Vehicle tax to Corpora¬ 
tion Officers and irregular payment to midwives. 

Order No. 1321M dated 10th March, 1937 of Government runs 
as follows :— 

T am directed to invite your attention to the letter No. L. A.2425, 
dated the 30th November, 1936, from the Accountant General, 
Bengal, and the Examiner of Local Accounts, Bengal asking for 
the orders of Government under Section 123 (1) of the Calcutta 
'Municipal Act in a case in which there has been a difference of 
opinion between the Corporation and the auditors in regard to the 
method of payment of certain allowances to the midwives and the 
rickshaw men in the employ of the Corporation It appears 
from the Corporation resolution No. 720, dated the 24th August, 
1936 that the Corporation changed the nomenclature of the pap - 
men, from “Bonus” to “Extra Allowance” under the impression 
that the grant of the “Extra Allowance” would not come within 
the purview of section 56 and would not, therefore, require the 
wane* ion of Government under section 485. 

(2) I am to point out that this case is on all fours with the 
; ase of refund of the amounts of the Motor Vehicles tax paid by 
certain officers and employees of the Corporation and that the 
decision of the Government communicated to you in this department 
fetter No. 8798 L. S. G. dated the llth December, 1936, will apply 
mutaii. s mutandis to the present case. The Corporation, resolution 
of 241!) August. 1936, which purports to regulate in general terms 
the grant of allowances to the midwives and the rickshaw men 
would therefore, come under the purview’ of Section 56 of the Cal¬ 
cutta Municipal Act and T am to request that steps mav be taken 
to ol tain the sanction of the Local Government under Section 485 
as earlv as possible. If, howeve»\ the Corporation desires these 
allowances to he covered bv Section 51(2'), there should i>e ionrna! 
orders fixing die allowance in the case of each individual emnlovee 

The above orders of Government along with their letter \o 
8-798 L. S. G. dated 11th December, 1936 wore considered h\ the 
Corporation at their meeting dated Rth dune. 1938 when ihev con¬ 
firmed the following recommendations of the Finance Standing 
Com mil tee dated 24th May, 1938: — - 

That the Committee agree with the Chief Accountant and the 
t'hict Law Officer that these cases do not come under Section 56(b> 
of i!,o \c( hut they come under Section 51 (2) under which it is 
competent for the Corporation, in the one case, to resolve that Cor- 
poiaii ai officers who are required to maintain moto r cars should, 
a*' a class, have their Motor car allowance increased b\ the amount 
of th< _ Vehicles Tax paid by them : and, in the other, to Gsolve 
fixing the salary of Mid wives at iho several grades together with an 
allowance of l?s. 2 for each case delivered bv them in excess of 15 
cases per month, and similarly in the case of the rickshawmen . and 
that when the salary and allowances are governed by Mention 5P2). 
the question of a formal order in each officer's case individually 
does not arise. 

The resolution was communicated to Government as per Chief 
Executive Officer’s letter No. S4075 dated 9th September. 1938. 
There is however, no reference to this letter of thy Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer in the final orders of Government, now under considera¬ 
tion. 

A lepresontation may he made to Government for levision of 
ordc> in the present case. 

1* connection with para 43 of the Audit Report for 1936-37 the 
Secret arv P. IT. and L. S. G. Department- observes in his letter 
No. 48 T.M. dated 25th May, 1940, as follows: — 

“'The attention of the Corporation is invited to the decision of 
Government communicated in this department letter No. 1321M 
dated the 10th March, 1937 that either steps should he taken to 
obtain The sanction of Government under Section 485 of the Calcutta 
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Municipal Act or. if the Corporation desires these allowances fo be 
ccvercd by Section 51(2) of the Act, there should be formal orders 
fixing the allowance in the case of each individual employee.” 

Paragraph 33 '-Compensation paid for suing a wrong person. 

This relates to 47 Ximoo Gossain Lane. The person mosecut 
ed was Balm Sarbaranjan Bvsack. In this connection the Chief 
Executive Officer was pleased to pass an order on 22nd }'o}>ruary, 
1939, as follows : — 

‘I discussed the matter in a conference with the Chief Law 
Officer the Health Office,* and the District Heallh Officers to-day 
(22nd February, 1939). 

In view of the decision in Sarbaranjan Bysack it has become 
necessary for the Corporation to adopt a different procedure in such 
case*. Before prosecutions are actually launched, an enquiry 
should be made by the District Health Officers to satisfy themselves 
that the real person is prosecuted. Tn order to do so they should 
ascertain from the Assessment Department the names of the 
present owners. The Assessor should give them all ‘aciliiies. 
The Health Officer will put up a note as to what is required and T 
shall then forward it to ihe Assessor with necessary order*.” 

The orders of the Chief Executive Officer were communicated 
to District. Health Officers. Health Officer. Assessor and Chief Law 
Officer by the Secretary on 1st March, 1939. 

Paragraphs 37-- — 3ft— Division of supply roniract rausrs loss 
(,nd loss due to the acceptance of higher tenders for ('ual. 

Our replies to the further remarks of doinf Auditors as accept¬ 
ed bv the Corporation on 14th September, 193ft, are quoted below 
for ready reference.— 

‘'Paragraphs 36-Glft.—These relate to the acceptance of other 
than the lowest tenders in full.* There is nothing further to add 
to oti'’ previous replies. Tn connection with paragraph 39 ol the 
Audit Report for 1933-34 whieh*also deals with another case of 
acceptance of higher tender the Local Government observed as 
follows; — 

‘Dnder Section 69 (4) of the Calcutta Municipal Act. the Cor¬ 
poration has full power to reject the lowest or lower lenders out in 
such cases, ihe reasons for rejecting the lowest or lower tenders 
should be placed on record.” 

The Act. however does not enjoin this. 

With regard to the above observations of Government, toe 
Corporation at their meeting dated ftth June, 193ft. resolved as 
follows :— 

“That under Section 69(4) of the Act, the Corporation has full 
poyv» ; fo reject the lowest or lower tender but the I et does not 
enjoin that the reasons for rejecting the lowest or lower tenders 
should he placed, on record. nor would it be always feasible to do 
so." 

In connection with Para 17 of the Audit Report for 1 937 3ft 
which relates to stating reasons for reduction of valuation under 
Section 146 of the Act by the Chief Executive Officer, the Gow’rn- 
incut Auditors stated in their further remarks as follows ; __ 

The Chief Executive Officer in his letter No. S '65ft dated 15th 
Wav. 1939, stated as follows; “The power conferred under (Ins 
Section (Section 146 of the Calcutta Municipal Act) is onhreh dis¬ 
cretionary and the Chief Executive Officer is not required to place 
on record the reasons or grounds tor any amendment, made bv him 
in exercise of such powers” The auditors however do not agree 
with this view. The I egal Remembrancer opined as follows on t3ih 

•Tune, 1936. ‘‘Section 116 (b) is wide.legally the 

Officer is not limited as to the deductions he makes. The power of 
decision in these matters is given to the Officer and he has a right 
to err so long as he is left with the power. Tf he errs too much 
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another officer can be given the job The auditors cannot assume 
, iiis functions but they are of course perfectly entitled to point out 
to the Corporation the inefficiency of the officer to whom this work 
has been entrusted.” So unless the grounds for reduction ar.d the 
details showing how the reduced valuation has been arrived at 
under Section 146 are recorded and furnished to the auditors for 
« scrutiny, it would not lie possible for them to see whether the 
officers vested with the powers under Section 146 of (he Calcutta 
Municipal Act have beer- erring loo much and are inefficient. Tt 
may. tlierefore. kindly be decided by Government whether the 
officers vested with the powers under Section 146 (b) should not 
furnish reasons for reductions and the details as to how the reduced 
valuations have been arrived at. 

in connection with the further remarks of the Government 
Auditors on Para 17 of (he Audit Report for 1937-38, the Finance 
Standing Committee on 8th August. I940>. recommended as 
follows: — 

“The Committee note with regret that the Legal Remembrancer 
has thought fit to use certain unhappy expression such as ‘‘fie lias 
a right to err.” They do not agree with him in the opinion that (be 
A tumors ran question the efficiency of any officer of the Corpora 
fion. They can only draw the attention of the Corporation io an 
irregularity where such irroguParity has actually occurred. Th^y 
also "ote that the Auditor does not state whether'the Legal Rbmeiri- 
brancer has expressed any opinion on the point at issue, ?•/?., whe¬ 
ther the Chief Executive Officer is required to assign the reason for 
reduction.” 

The above recommendation of the Finance Standing Con.mil- 
fee was confirmed by the Corporation on 21st August, T940.

Assessor’s Report re. Para 16 of Government order for 1984-85. 

In obedience to the resolution of the Corporation dated the 8th 
of .June. 1038, confirming the recommendation of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee dated the 24th May. 1038 , a report was submitted to the Chief 
Executive Officer, praying for an additional staff of two clerks, two 
valuation checkers and six notice-servers to cope successfully with the 
increased number of objection cases received. The Services Com¬ 
mittee at their meeting held on the 17th of November, 1938, sanctioned 
the above additional staff and the Finance Committee dated the 7th of 
Februarw 1039. accepted the recommendation of the Services Com¬ 
mittee. This sanction being for nine months only \q> to the 16th 
November, 1030, it was renewed next vear again bv the Services Com¬ 
mittee dated the 5th of October. 1930. allowing the retention of the 


staff up to the 31st of March, 1041. 

In pursuance of the resolution of the Services Committee, the 
additional staff was appointed on the 15th of February. 1939, and the 
same have been retained till now. The comparative figures given 
below will attest the fact, that the number of object!cm cases disposed 
of has since then been considerable increased; the average disposal per 
month now is in the neighbourhood of 11W; 

figures fluctuated between 400 to 700 per month. The average number 
of hearing of cases fixed per day previously, wae lifer and now it ifi 200. 
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' The Chief Executive Officer is kept informed of the progress by 
a monthly statement submitted to him in the Form No. A 38.

Special efforts have been made 
to reduce the amount of outstanding rate-bills by the appointment of 
a Special Officer of great experience, by the effort of the Law Depart¬ 
ment Working Special Committee and the Special Finance Committee. 
The Deputy Executive Ocfficer IT and the Collector are also being

mittee without delay, so as to take action which they may deem 
neoesary. 

The Collector stated that much delay and fruitless efforts on the 
part of his department were caused through absence of case files in 
supoort of disputed miscellaneous bills. The issuing departments 
often sond up bills long after the demands matured and after forward¬ 
ing the bills to the Collector the issuing departments take no steps 
towards their realisation. Many cases have fallen through for want 
of papers which are not preserved beyond the period laid down in the 
Manual although the claims happen to be pending. As things are at 
present, the entire responsibility for the bills lies on the Collector. 

Chairman: We have already asked the Deputy Executive Officer 
to keep constant watch on the prompt realisation of such bills and 
to maintain an index cabinet of such cases. We may give suitable 
directions to the issuing departments also and make it clear that 
the responsibility for non-realisation shall lie with them if objections 
are not met* promptly or if papers ore not forthcoming when called 
lor. ^ We have., also > issm-d. ,m i - to the Water Works De¬ 
partment to strictly observe the rules laid down in the Manual regard¬ 
ing advance.

The Committee agreed that the attitude taken up bv die Corpora¬ 
tion in this matter should he adhered to.

Mr. Ispahani said that such things should he stopped and no claims 
for extra w>rks should be entertained unless bills were submitted with¬ 
in a, specified time, say, a fortnight, from the date of completion of such 
works. 

The Special Officer said that there was a provision for taking 
monthly measurement and for submission of monthly bills by contrac¬ 
tors and if there were any claims which contractors wanted in prefer, 
that must he anted, on the hill, although the amounts involved need not. 
be specified. 

The Chief Accountant suggested that a clause might be inserted 
in the specifications and agreements requiring claims, if any. to be 
submitted within 3 months after the completion of the works. They 
could then successfully resist belated claims.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for June 1841. 

I. Character of the season .->-During the 
month under review, the rainfall was above 
the normal throughout the province except in 
Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling and Maldu 
■where it was below the average. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations .— 
Preparation of lands for and sowing of winter 
paddy in seed bed was in progress. Weeding 

■of autumn crops continued. Harvesting of 
■tius paddy and jute commenced in places. 

III. State of standing crops .—The condi¬ 
tion of standing crops was reported to be fair. 

IV. Progress and probable outturn .—The 
prospects of standing crops are, on the whole, 
fair. 

V. Damage to standing crops .—Excessive 
rain and flood caused some damage to stand¬ 
ing crops in parts of Bogra, Faridpur, Dacca, 
24-Parganas and Chittagong districts. 


* “V T." Coitditioit of apficulturup stock .-‘-^The 
■condition of live-stock was generally good: 
Sporadic cases of cattle-disease were, however, 
reported from 18 districts of the province as 
also from the Tripura and Cooch Behar 
States. 

VII. Failure of pasturage anti fodder .— 
Insufficiency of fodder was reported from 

S irts of the 24-Parganas, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
ooghly, Dacca, Bakarganj and Noakhali 
districts. 

VIII. Prices of food grains .—During the 
second fortnight of the month; the retail 
prices of common rice of the cheapest quality 
rose in 14 districts, fell in 2 and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. The 
prices ranged from 6 seers per rupee at 
Mymensingh to 8 seers per rupee at Chitta¬ 
gong and Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. 
—The condition of agricultural population 
was, on the whole, fair except in the distressed 
areas of Murshidabad, Birbhum, Malda. 
Rangpur, Mymensingh and Hooghly districts.

Draft by-laws. 

By-laws for control, etc., of dangerous diseases 
(Cholera, Small-pox, Blague, Diphtheria, 
Cerebrospinal Meningitis, etc.). 

1. General. —In these by-laws “patient” 
means a person suffering from or suspected to 
be suffering from any dangerous disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing to 
exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the outbreak of anv dangerous 
disease in any building other than a public, 
hospital, the person referred to in section 377 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, shall, 
within 12 hours after he becomes cognizant 
of the existence of the disease, give informa¬ 
tion respecting the existence of such disease, 
together with a brief history, the cause so far 
as it can be ascertained, the duration and the 
number of persons affected thereby, either 
personally or in writing, to the Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector or any other officer 
appointed by the Commissioners in this 
behalf.

3. If any— 

(a) mill, 

(b) factory, 

(c) workshop, 

(d) tea-garden, or 

( e ) other place, 

where more than 50 persons are employed is 
situated— 

(i) within the municipality, the owner, 
occupier or person in charge of such 
mill, factory, workshop, tea-garden 
or other place; 

(it) within 2 miles of the limits of the

cal practitioner to the effect that he is free 
from infection.

(ii) depute the Health Officer or any other 
officer appointed by them in this 
behalf to investigate into the causes 
of the outbreak in such manner as 
they deem suitable:

7. Isolation and segregation .—When in 
the opinion of the Health Officer or of a

1 . Rat-proof bins or receptacles. —When 
required by the Commissioners to do so for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of plague, 
every owner or occupier of a building shall 

f irovide therein a rat-proof bin or receptacle 
or the temporary deposit of food residue, 
cups, plates and other utensils prior to 
washing. 

2. Rat-proof dust bins. — The Commis¬ 
sioners may provide rat-proof dust bins for 
the depositing of sewage, rubbish and 
offensive matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortal it //.— When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out- 
bicak of plague, they may require by heat of 
drums prompt notification of cases of mortality 
among rats in any building or on any land; 
whereupon the owner or occupier of such build¬ 
ing or land shall forthwith give information 
of any such occurrence to the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners either personally or in 
writing. 

4. Rat destruction. —Wheuever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction of rats us a measure to prevent the 
outbreak or spread of plague within the muni¬ 
cipality, it shall he lawful for the Commis¬ 
sioners to make necessary arrangements for 
such destruction by smoking rat boles and by 
(lacing rat traps aud rat poison baits in any 
milding, or land consistently with the safely 
of the building and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats. —"When required 
by the Commissi on el's to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or occupier of every building or land 
in which a dead rat is found shall forthwith 
place it in kerosene oil, until its disposal by 
burning can be arranged. 

6 . Disinfection. —When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
the outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occupier of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at. such intervals as 
may he fixed by the Commissioners, of the 
floor and walls (up to a height of 3 feet from 
the floor or plinth) of the building with kero¬ 
sene oil emulsion prepared by boiling half a 
pound of hard soap in half a gallon of water, 
to which 4 gallons of kerosone oil have been 
subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection. —The owner or occupier of 
a building in which a eaRe of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from buboes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of 1 
teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any other 
active germicidal solution. 

. 8 . Disinfection of room of pneumonic 

plague cases. —The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
which a case of pneumonic plague has occur¬ 
red with formalin, gas or with other suitable 
disinfectants. 
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9. Arrangement for immunisation .—The 
Commissioners may by a beat of drums 
announce the arrangements made for anti- 
plague inoculation; whereupon every person 
shall be bound to get himself inoculated, pro¬ 
vided that no person shall be bound to take 
inoculation who owing to constitutional dis¬ 
ability or on medical grounds is certified by a 
registered medical practitioner to be unfit for 
such inoculation. 

10. Penalty. — Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 5, (i, 7, 8 and 0 
shall he punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Rs. 50. 

Ity-lines for the prenotion of Unities in men 
nnd aninwlx. 

1. The Commissioners may require bv 
Iteat of drums that all dogs, whenever led or 
taken out into a public street or a public place, 
shall lie properly muzzled with a leather strap 
or any other similar contrivance. 

2 . Any person who has in his possession 
any dog ’which he knows or has reason to 
believe to be suffering from rubies or to have 
beeu bitten or snapped at by any dog, jackal 
or any other animal suffering from rabies or 
suspected to be suffering from rabies shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to 
tlie Commissioners and also to the Health 
Officer. 

3. Persons bitten by any dog,, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect- . 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may he required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any ot 
the by-laws shall he punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 50. 

Uy-latcs for the control of Malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be 
lawful tor the Commissioners to treat all 
tanka, ponds, wells and water collections 
periodically with larvacides. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall, when required by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a notice in writing, treat such drain 
or cesspool with proper larvacides as a measure 
for the destruction of mosquitoes at intervals 
of not more than 10 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the Com¬ 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may, by notice in 
writing, require the owner of any land to 
provide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition, provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to lie spe¬ 
cified in such notice, provide mosquito-proof 


coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for- storage of water in his 
premises to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall he well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Public 
llcalth Department, and shall be 
kept closed by strong bolts and nuts 
oi- shall lie secured hv lock and key. 
The lids should not be opened until 
required for inspection by an officer 
authorised by the Commissioners in 
that behalf or for repair works. 

(h) The warniug pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve 
tank shall lie protected by a perfo¬ 
rated metal cap of a standard pattern 
approved by the Health Officer or 
the Municipal Engineer or the Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health 
Department. 

(e) The punch hides in the cisterns or 
reserve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed, 

(d) Water guages necessitating an aper¬ 
ture in the roof or the sides of the 
cistern or reserve tank shall be 
mosquito-proof. 

(r) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water-closets should he of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) Tf the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shull be covered _ with a 
mosquito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least 16 meshes to 
the inch each wav or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mosquitoes. 
In the case of non-provision of 
mosquito screen all unscreened con¬ 
tainers shall be completely emptied 
every 7 days and thoroughly cleaned 
and dried. 

6. No new water connection shall be given 
to any building until the storage cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to be mosquito-proof by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other competent person authorised by the 
Commissioners in this behalf. 

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall lie numbered by the Commission¬ 
ers to facilitate inspection. 

8. Even' cistern, reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be kept in good repair or shall 
lie replaced by new ones when necessary. 
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9. If any cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern be found on examination by the Health 
Officer or any other officer appointed by the 
Commissioners to do such work, to be non- 
mosquito-prool or otherwise not in conformity 
with any of the aforesaid conditions, he may 
by written notice require the owner or occupier 
of the premises— 

(а) to replace the same, or 

(б) to make such alteration therein as may 

be specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by-law 9 
is not complied with within 7 days from the 
date of service thereof, the Commissioners may 
forthwith carry out the work and the costs 
thereof shall be payable by the person on 
whom the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any 
department of (lovemment have constructed 
any work with the object of prevention of 
breeding of mosquitoes, the owner or occupier 
of the premises on which Buch works stand 
shall prevent such premises being used in any 
manner whatsoever that is likely to cause the 
deterioration or lessening of the efficiency of 
such work. 

12. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the foregoing by-laws, viz., 2, 4. 5, 8, 10 and 
II shall he liable to a fine which may extend 
to Its. 50. 

Id. Any person who, without the consent 
of the Commissioners, interferes with or 
injures or destroys or renders useless any works 
executed or any materials or things placed in, 
Under or upon any premises, or by under tbe 
authority of the Commissioners referred to in 
by-laws 1, 2 and 10, shall he liable to a fine 
which may extend to Us. 50. 


By-laws for prevention of the spread of disease 
by flies or other insects. 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor or 
hawker of such articles shall keep the same in 
a glass-ease or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice in writing, 'make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

% 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, wheu required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof 
receptacles for the collection of rubbish and 
other offensive matter until these can be 
deposited in such plaoe as may be provided by 
tbe Commissioners for the purpose. 


4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees, and iri the 
case of a continuing offence to an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees per 
diem. 


By-laws regulating rag-flock manufacture and 
trade in rags and bones. 

1. In these by-laws “rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or 
partly by tearing up oven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly woven or 

1 neWly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of 
upholstery, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard 
prescribed below and unless such flock has 
neen disinfected to the satisfaction of the Com¬ 
missioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as chlorides) 
removed thy thorough washing with distilled 
water at a temperature not exceeding 25° 
centigrade from not less than 40 grammes of 
a well-mixed sample of rag-flock shall not 
exceed 30 parts of chlorine in 100,000 parts 
of the flock. 


•>. No person shall trade in rags or in 
second-hand clothing or bedding, unless the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners are satis¬ 
fied about the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about the freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 


4. No person shall trade in lames or pro¬ 
ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure of 
sale to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 


6. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 and 4 shall be puitishalhle with 
fine W’hieh may extend to fifty rupees. 


By-law regarding disposal, of refuse 01 waste 
■matter or other matter . or thing ctm- 
tanunated with or exposed to infection or 
contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter or other matter or thing, which has 
been eontaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or burial, 
after proper disinfection, at a safe distance 
from sources of water-supply. 

Fine, Bs. 50. 
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Bankura. —No. 826P.H.-—24tli May^ 1941. —Whereas the, Governor 
is satisfied that the Vishnupur subdivision of Bankura is threatened 
with an outbreak of small-pox : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2A, 
read with sub-section (1) of section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor is pleased to prescribe the follow¬ 
ing temporary regulations for the prevention and control of small-pox, 
and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and surveillance 
of persons suffering from, or suspected of being infected with, small¬ 
pox in the said subdivision for a period of three months: — 


Temporary regulations far the prevention and control of small-pox. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context- 

fa) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the 
district appointed by the District Board under sub-section 
(3) of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act 
of 1886 (Bengal Act III of 1885); 

(It) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitaiy Inspector appointed 
by the District Board under sub-section (3) of section 91 of 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1886; 

(r) “Board" means a District Board constituted under the Hengul 
Local Self-Government Act of 1886; 

(d) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919; 

(e) “small-pox” mpans any disease accompanied by an eruption of 

vesicles or pustules; 

(/) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 
suffering from Bmall-pox; 

(y) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the medi¬ 
cal profession. 

Notices. 

2. If in any case the District Health Officer considers that the issue 
of a notice under regulation 20 is likely to lead to such an nniounf of 
delay as might facilitate the spread of small-pox, he may forthwith 
take Buch steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, and shall 
thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person concerned 
stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 

3. If any measure which the District Health Officer has, by u 
notice issued under regulation 20, required to he carried out, be not 
carried out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice the 
District Health Officer shall be entitled to cqrry out the measure. 

Costs and compensation. 

4. (/) All expenses incurred in carrying out. any work in pursu¬ 
ance of an order issued under these regulations shall jbe paid by the 
Board except in any case where the order directs a person to carry out, 
any work in relation to property in his possession, in which ease the 
expenses shall he paid by such person : 





THE CALCUTTA ..,# 1867 


Provided that where the conditions, which led the District Health 
Officer to pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default 
of the person in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

(2) The Board may recover all expenses incurred by the District 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation .‘i from the 
person or persons to whom the notice was originally issued. 

5. The Board shall pay adequate compensation to any person who 
lias sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
under these regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for any¬ 
thing done or suffered under these regulations if he has failed to carry 
out an order issued under these regulations within the time specified 
in tlie order and to (he satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 

Location of ditease. 

6. When a case of small-pox occurs in a house, the nearest male 
relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the absence of any suck 
relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier be the patient, 
the senior male inmate of the house other than the patient of the house 
shall, within twenty-four hours of the onset of the disease, give infor¬ 
mation regarding the occurrence of such case either personally or in 
writing or by' means of the chaukidar or other village watchman to the 
nearest Sanitary Inspector. 

7. (2) Every medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case 
of small-pox shall forthwith give notice of the ease by a special messen¬ 
ger to the nearest member of the outdoor staff of the Board and to the 
District Health Officer by poet and the cost of such messenger in each 
case shall be defrayed by the Board. 

(2) The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
district shall forthwith give notice of any case of small-pox brought 
to such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector by a special messenger and to the District Health Officer by 
post, and the cost in each ease shall be defrayed by the Board. 

8. Presidents of Union Boards in Union Board areas and thana 
officers in uon-Union Board areas shall supply to the District Health 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of small-pox as he may from time 
(o time call upon them to furnish. 

9. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine 
any person who is, or suspected to he, suffering from small-pox or who, 
in his opinion, may he infected with or likely to spread small-pox. 


Isolation of patients. 

10. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
considers that the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for 
the protection of the neighbouring population, he shall order the 
patient to observe isolation and may order the nearest relative in attend¬ 
ance on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which (he patient 
is staying, to arrange for the isolation of the patient in such a manner 
and for such a time as may he approved by the District Health Officer. 
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lie shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is, in his opinion, impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

11. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order 
that any person, who has been in contact with a person found to be 
suffering from small-pox, shall be segregated for a period not exceeding 
a fortnight in a manner and in a place to be approved by the District 
Health Officer. 

12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order 
that any person who has been in contact with a person found to be 
suffering from small-pox shall be vaccinated or revaccinated within a 
time to be specified in the order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wheTein a patient iB isolated 
under regulation 10 without the permission of the District Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector. 

14. When a patient has been removed from a house for isolation 
under regulation 10, the Board shall provide for him free of charge a 
suitable place, with necessary attendants, diet, etc. 

16. No person, who is or has been suffering from small-pox, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do so. 

15A. No person while suffering from evident symptoms of small¬ 
pox or in the convalescent state of the disease with scabs of pocks on 
his body shall expose himself in any street, road, public place, shop, 
bazar or any place used in common by persons other than members of 
the family or household to which such infected person belongs or shall 
move from place to plane unless he is proceeding to a hospital for 
admission and treatment. 

M iscellaneout. 

16. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
any person to allow to be carried out by such agency and within such 
time as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection 
of any premises in the occupation of such person or for the disinfection 
or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said officer or 
inspector’ may consider necessary. 

16A. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector authorised 
by the District Health Officer in writing in that behalf may during 
the prevalence of any outbreak of small-pox order that any bazar, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, me I a 
or other gathering to which people from several villages commonly or 
periodically resort. 

17. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to take steps to have vaccinated 
or revaccinatcd within a time to be specified in the order any person 
residing on such premises aud under the control of such owner or 
occupier if the District Health Officer is of opinion that such person 
has been in contact with anyone suffering from small-pox. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector n ay forbid 
any person who bns been a patient or who has to his knowledge been 
in contact with u patient, to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 
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18A. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carried 
to a hospital with the following precautions against spreading the 
disease, namely: — 

(*) that he is so well covered that the discharge and scabs from 
the lesions do not come directly into touch with the body of 
the conveyance; 

(ii) that he is taken to the hospital direct and the conveyance 
does not halt at any other place for transacting any business; 
and 

(Hi) that excepting one or two attendants for the patient no other 
person is carried in the conveyance at the same time. 

18B. Every conveyance in which a patient or a dead body of a 
person who has died of small-pox or any article that has been in contact 
with a patient is carried shall be disinfected before it is used again. 
The disinfection will be effected— 

(*) in the case of a conveyance carrying a patient to hospital, 
by the authorities of the hospital before such conveyance 
leaves the hospital; 

(it) in the case of a conveyance carrying any clothing, bedding or 
other article of a patient to the disinfecting station, by the 
authorities of such station; and 

(in) in the case of a conveyance carrying a dead body to the burial 
or cremation ground, by the owner of the conveyance him¬ 
self and such owner shall effect the disinfection with a 
strong solution of formalin (1 in 400), lysol (1 in 500), ieol 
(1 in 500) or of saponified cresol (1 in 160). 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact 
with a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

19A. No person shall expose in any street, shop, bazar or any 
public place any clothing, bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall cause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall apply to 
a person who transmits any such article for the purpose of having the 
same disinfected with the following precautions against spreading the 
disease: — 

(i) the article is so well covered with a cloth soaked in a strong 
solution of formalin (1 in 400), lysol (1 in 500), izol (1 in 
500) or of saponified cresol (1 in 160) that it does not come 
directly into touch with the body of the conveyance; 

(ii) the article is taken to the disinfecting station direct and the 
conveyance does not halt at any other place for transacting 
any business; and 

(Hi) excepting one attendant for the purpose of taking the infected 
article to the disinfecting station no other person is carried 
in the conveyance. 

20. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue 
general orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of 
a simple nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or 
the removal of filth or rubbish, Bhall be carried out to his satisfaction. 
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20A, No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance the dead body of any person who has died of small-pox 
without the previous written permission of the District Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector and without taking the following precautions 
against spreading the said disease: — 

(i) the dead body is so well covered with a cloth soaked in a 
strong solution of formalin (1 in 400), lysol (1 in 500), 
isol (1 in 500), or of saponified creaol (1 in 160) that the dis¬ 
charge and scabs from the lesions do not come directly into 
touch with the body of the conveyance; 

(it) the dead body is taken to the burial or cremation ground direct 
and the conveyance does not halt at any other place for 
transacting any business ; and 

(Hi) excepting attendants for the dead body no other person iB 
carried in the conveyance at the same time. 

21. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of 
persons who have died of small-pox and may cause any such clothes to 
be destroyed. 

22. No person shall, without the written permission of the District 
Health Officer, dispose of any corpse except by burning or burial. 

23. The District Health Officer may approve burning or burial 
grounds and may by order direct either generally or specially in respect 
to any specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried at 
places other than those 'so approved by him. 

24. Any person burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be reduced 
to ashes. 

25. The District Health Officer may direct that no person shall 
bury or cause to be buried any corpse, which in the opinion of the 
District Health Officer, is likely to spread small-pox, in a grave, not 
constructed of masonry and less than 6 feet deep. 

26. The District Health Officer may order that no dome or other 
servant of the Board employed for the disposal of corpses shall with¬ 
draw from his duties without the permission of the District Health 
Officer unless such dome or other servant of the Board has given notice 
in writing not less than one month previously of his intention so to 
withdraw. 

27. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may through 
any person authorised by such officer or inspector in that behalf seize 
and dispose of any,corpse which in the opinion of the said officer or 
inspector is infected with or is likely to spread small-pox, unless the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will 
prevent the spread of small-pox. 

28. ( 1) The District Health Officer or a fe'anitaiy Inspector may 
require any person who appears to be acquainted with facts in connection 
with any case or suspected case of small-pox to attend before him at a 
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time to bo stated iu the order and at any place not more than one mile 
from the place where such person resides or is staying When the order 
is issued, and such person shall appear as so required. 

( 2 ) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph ( 1) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 

29. (2) The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
examine orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts 
and circumstances of a case or suspected case of small-pox. 

(2) When the person to be examined under paragraph (7) is a female 
who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, the 
officer shall take her statement under such conditions as shall admit 
of due respect of the said custom. 

(3) Such person shall be bound to answer all questions relating to 
such case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

30. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with 
such assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enter upon any land, or after 
two hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or building used tor 
human habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the purpose 
of carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised by 
these regulations. 

31. The crew of any inland steam-vessel or boat which plies in any 
canal or river and other persons residing on such vessel or boat shall be 
Bubject to these regulations. 

32. (7) All vaccinations under these regulations shr.li be performed 
gratuitously provided they he done (a) at such public vaccination 
stations as may be opened by the District Board or (b) by house to 
house visits in the case of such females as are by the custom of the 
country unable to attend at public vaccination stations and are too poor 
to pay fees. 

(2) Persons desirous of being vaccinated in their own houses other 
than those specially exempted under sub-regulation (7) shall pay a fee 
of two annas for each vaccination for which they shall get a printed 
receipt: provided that the total amount of fees payable for any number 
of operations performed in one family at the same house and at the 
same time shall not exceed annas eight. 

33. (i) Orders issued by the District Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector under these regulations shall he in writing. 

(it) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to be 
served upon any persons named in them. 

(iU) The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of the house 
in which the patient is staying shall, if a copy of the order under regu¬ 
lation 10 has been served upon him, give to the nearest Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor or to his office immediate notice of any disobedience of the order 
by the patient.

Experience of the working of the Bengal Tanks Improvement Aet, 1930, shows that it is 
almost impossible to recover water rates for tanks improved under the Act, on a voluntary basis, 
as provided under section 16(3) of the Act and that it is essential that water rates should be made 
compulsory in order that full benefit might arise out of the improvement of irrigation tanks 
which has been taken up on a large scale in areas affected by drought. It haB also been found 
neoessary to obtain powers for the Collector to modify the period of possession, subject to the 
m aximum period of twenty years, in order that tim cost with interest incurred by the authorised 
person may be realised within such period. The Bui has been framed with these objects in 
view.

Draft Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Rules. 

1. (!) These rules may lie called “The Bengal Motor Spirit Sales 

Taxation lfnles, 1941 

(2) They shall come into force on the first day of Septemlier 1941. 


I ft /iiuhun*. 

2. In these rules unless there is anything icpugnant in the sub¬ 
ject or context— 

(a) “Appropriate Commercial Tax Officer” means— 

(/) in respect of a dealer with only one place of business the 
Commercial Tax Officer within whose jurisdiction the 
place of business is situated; 

(ii) in respect ot a denier having more than one place of business 
the Commercial Tax Officer within whose jurisdiction the 
dealer's head office is situated; 


(/>) “Appropriate Government Treasury” means— 

(/) in respect of a dealer whose sole place of business, or whose 
head office, is in Calcutta, the Calcutta Branch of the 
Reserve Bank of India; 

(//) for a dealer licensed outside Calcutta having only one place 
of business, the Treasury or Sub-Treasury as the case may 
be, of the subdivision where the dealer’s place of business 
is situated; and 

(//») for a dealer licensed outside Calcutta and having more thau 
one. place of business, the Treasury or Sub-Treasury, as 
the case may be, of the subdivision where the dealer’s bead 
office is situated;

(/) “Month” means a calendar month; 

(•/«) “Retail issues” include issues of motor spirit from the stocks 
of a retail dealer for sale and for his own consumption. 

(«) “Section” means a section of the Act; 

(o) “Tax” means the tax payable under the Act; and 

(p) "The Act” means the Bengal Motor Spirit Sales Tuxution 

Act, 1941. 


Licence. 


3. Application for a licence or licences shall be made in Form A; 
it shall be signed by the dealer or by his manager on his behalf and 
shall be sent to the appropriate Commercial Tax Officer. 


4. In his application every dealer— 

(a) shall enumerate each place where he carries on business and 
shall declare the name‘of the person who manages each such 
place; 

(h) shall specify what class of business he carries on at each such

If the Commercial Tax Officer determines that any tax is pay¬ 
able he shall serve a notice or demand in Form G upon the dealer 
requiring him to pay into the appropriate Government Treasury by tin- 
date specified in the notice the amount determined to be payable, anil 
warning him that if the amount is not paid he will become liable to 
pay in addition an equal amount by way of penalty. 

27. (/) If fin* dealer does not pay by the date specified the amount 
determined under rule 2b together with the amount of penalty imposed, 
if any, the Commercial Tax Officer shall apply to the Collector of the 
area in which is located the dealer’s place of business or chief place 
ol business, as the case may lie, for .recovery of the whole amount of 
lax and penalty, if any, remaining unpaid as an arrear of land revenue. 

(2) After taking the necessary action the Collector shall report to 
the Commercial Tax Officer what amount has been recovered and the 
date on which recovery has been made. 

(.7) On receipt of the Collector’s report the Commercial Tax Officer 
shall make necessary entries in the appropriate columns of Register II. 

28. Every Commercial Tax Officer shall maintain a register in 
Form H in which he shall enter the details of each case instituted 
under rule 23. 

29. Any information which is required to 'be given in accordance 
with section 10 shull he given to the appropriate Commercial Tax 
(Ifficer. 
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30. When any dealer or the representative of any deceased dealer 
makes any report in accordance with the provisions of section 10(~) 
he shall also send his licence to the Commercial Tax Officer for such 
amendment or other action as may be necessary. 

31. The appropriate Commercial Tax Officer shall be the authority 
for giving any directions which may be required in accordance with the 
provisions of section 10(«2)(c). 


Inspection. 

32. (1) The power to— 

(a) require production of a dealer's accounts, or 

(/>) inspect such accounts, or 

(cj enter into a dealer’s premises, 

may be exercised by the,Commissioner, by any Assistant Commissioner 
oi any Commercial Tax Officer, in respect of each place of business 
within his own jurisdiction. 

(2) Accounts shall be inspected at the dealer’s premises and within 
his ordinary hours of business. 

33. Before any Commercial Tax Officer takes action under section 
7 or section 11 (2) in respect of a wholesale dealer he shall consult the 
Assistant Commissioner. 

34. The Commissioner shall be the authority to determine any 
dispute which may arise" under section 12 whether any dealer is liable 
to pay any tax or penalty. 

35. The Commissioner shall be the authority under section 17(7) 
of the Act to sanction the institution of any criminal proceedings. 

3(i. The Commissioner may compound any offence punishable under 
the Act or any rule and may accept the money payable by the dealer 
by way of composition for such offence. 

37. (i) When the Commissioner accepts under rule 3(1 any sum 

from any dealer by way of composition of any offence he shall issue an 
order in Form K directing the officer in charge of the appropriate 
Government Treasury to receive on his behalf the sum specified in the 
order, and he shall make one copy of the order over to the dealer for 
presentation at the Treasury at the time of payment and shall send 
another copy to the Treasury Officer, and a third copy to the appropriate 
Commercial Tax Officer. 

(2) The Commissioner shall also fix a date on which the dealer shall 
produce before such authority as he may specify a receipted challan 
in proof of payment. 


Refund. 

38. (i) Application for refund of any tax paid by a dealer in 

excess of the amount due from him under the Act shall be made to the 
appropriate Commercial Tax Officer. It shall state how the claim for 
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refund arises and shall contain all particulars of the challan by which 
the payment was made and of the return in Form D which accompanied 
such challan. 

(2) No fee shall be payable uj»on any application for refund. 

(3) The Commercial Tax Officer shall sanction the refund of such 
amount as he is satisfied is due to be refunded. 

39. When an order for refund has been passed under rule 38 the 
Commercial Tax Officer shall, if the dealer desires payment in cash, 
issue a Refund Payment Order (Cash) and shall make it over to the 
dealer for encashment at the appropriate Government Treasury and 
shall send an advice of the order to the Treasury Officer. 

'■40. If the dealer desires payment by adjustment against any 
amount subsequently payable by him the Commercial Tax Officer shall 
issue a Refund Adjustment Order authorising the dealer to deduct the 
sum to Iks refunded from the amount payable in respect of the next 
return to be submitted in Form D. 

41. Particulars of application for refund and of the orders passed 
thereon shall be recorded in Register L. 

Appeal and Revision. 

42. An appeal against any order passed by the Commercial Tax 
Officer shall lie to the Assistant Commissioner. An appeal against an 
original order paused by the Assistant Commissioner shall lie to the 
Commissioner. An appeal against an original order passed by the 
Commissioner shall lie to the Board of Revenue. 

43. A memorandum of appeal may he presented to the Appellate 
Officer by the appellant or by an agent duly authorised by him or may 
be sent to him. 

44. The memorandum of appeal— 

(i) shall contain the following particulars: — 

(o) the date of the order appealed against; 

(It) the name and designation of (lie officer who passed the 
order; 

(r) the grounds of appeal briefly but clearly set out; 

(»7) shall be accompanied by a certified copy of the order appealed 
against; 

(Hi) shall be endorsed by the appellant as follows: — 

(a) that all tax admitted by him to be due up to the date of the 

appeal has l>een paid; and 

(b) that to the best of his knowledge and belief the facts set out 

in the memorandum are true; 

(i» shall be signed by the appellant and shall be accompanied 
by the fee prescribed in item 11 of the Second Schedule to 
tbe Court Fees Act. 
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45. If the appellant fails to comply with the requirements either 
of clause (in) or (ir) of rule 44 the appeal shall be summarily rejected, 
and it may lie so rejected if lie fails to comply with the requirements 
of either clause (t) or (it) of that rule. 

40. If the Appellate Officer does not reject the appeal summarily 
he shall fix a date for hearing the appellant or his agent. 

47. (1) The Board of Revenue may call for the proceedings con¬ 
taining any order passed by the Commissioner and may pass such 
orders thereon as it thinks fit. 

(2) Powers under sub-rule (?) may be exercised by the Commissioner 
with regard to any order passed by an Assistant Commissioner, and 
by an Assistant Commissioner with regard to any order passed by any 
officer subordinate to him. 

48. An application for revision of any order shall contain such 
of the particulars which are specified in rule 44 as may be appropriate. 

49. Save with the previous sanction of the Commissioner no order 
shall be revised more than three months after the passing of such 
order. 

50. Before any person empowered under rule 47 passes any order 
in revision likely to affect any person adversely he shall give such 
person an opportunity of being heard.

4. The licensee shall uot cause or suffer 
any skin or hide which by reason of decom- 
tosit.ion has become useless for the purpose of 
eather dressing, to be kept, for a longer time 
than may be necessary in any part of the 
place licensed under section 370. 

5. The licensee shall, at the close of every 
working day, cause every floor or pavement 
in place licensed under section 370 to he 
thoroughly swept and washed. He shall at 
the same time cause all filth or refuse deposit¬ 
ed on the floor or pavement of such place to 
be collected in suitable vessels or receptacles 
furnished with closely fitting covers and to be 
forthwith removed therein from the place. 


G. The licensee shall cause the supply of 
water in every tank or other receptacle used 
upon the place licensed under section 370 for 
the washing or soaking of any skin or hide 
and not being a liming pit to be removed as 
often as may be necessary to prevent the 
emission of noxious or injurious effluvia from 
the contents of the tank or other receptacles. 

He shall cause every such tank or other 
receptacles to bu furnished with a suitable 
cover and to lie kept covered unless it is 
required to he kept open 

He shall cause every part of the tank or 
other receptacles when emptied to be thorough¬ 
ly cleansed and shall cause all filth which has 
been removed therefrom to be forthwith con¬ 
veyed from the place licensed under section 
370 in suitable vessels or receptacles furnished 
with closely fitting covers, for disposal in a 
manner approved by the Commissioners. 

7. The licensee shall cause all waste lime 
which lias been taken out of any pit upon 
the place licensed under section 370 to be 
forthwith deposited in suitable vessels or 
receptacles or in a properly constructed cart 
or carriage which when filled or loaded shall 
he covered in such a maimer as to prevent the 
emission of noxious or injurious effluvia from 
the contents thereof, and shall with all 
reasonable despatch be removed from the said 
place for deposit in a place fixed by the Com¬ 
missioners for disposal in a manner approved 
by the Commissioners 

8. The licensee shall cause every beam, 
table, bench, knife, hammer or other imple¬ 
ments or apparatus used upon the place 
licensed under section 370 for the purpose of 
unhuiring, fleshing, breaking, scraping, 
rounding, scudding or stocking an\ hide, butt 
or pelt or in any other process of his trade 
to be cleansed from time to time as often as 
may be necessan to prevent any aecummula- 
tiou of tilth upon the beam, table, bench, 
knife, hammer, implement or apparatus.

4. The licensee shall thoroughly cleanse 
end wash at the close of every day all floors 
oi pavements in the place licensed under 
section -170 and shall collect all fragments of 
gut or other matter detached in the process of 
scraping and all garbage, filth or other 
offensive mutter and place them in suitable 
vessels or receptacles to be forthwith removed 
"i”' their covers affixed from the said place 
to a sate place of disposal appointed by the 
tCommissioners or to be disposed of in a 
manner approved by tlie Commissioners. Mach 
such vessel shall be constructed of galvanised 
non or of some other non-absorbent material 
and furnished with a closely fitted cover and 
shall contain a sufficient quantity of deodorant 
solution.

PRELIMINARY FORECAST OF THE JUTE CROP OF BENCAL, 1941. 

[Notk.— On an avaraga of tha ilva yaan aitding 1938-31, tha aiaaa andar jnta in tba Provinca of Bangal 
and tha Bangal Stataa to which this faraeaat raiataa, rapraaant soma 80*8 and 1*2 par cant 
raspactivaly o! tha total area andar Jwta ia India.] 

The preliminary forecast deals with area sown and the condition of the 
crop at the time of publication of the forecast. It is not a forecast of 
outturn. With the coming into force of the Bengal Jute Regulation Act, 
1940, the previous methods of estimating the acreage under jute have been 
superseded. The area shown for the present season is the actual licensed 
acreage which is one-third of the acreage recorded in 1940 under the Bengal 
Jute Regulation Act with minor modifications. 

Area sown in 1941. —In Bengal, excluding the States of Gooch Behar 
and Tripura, the returns for the licensed acreage show a total area of 
1,633,900 as against 4,938,850, the figures recorded in 1940 under the Bengal 
Jute Regulation Act. Gooch Behar and Tripura States report an acreage 
of 55,600 as against 63,100 (revised) in 1940. 

Character of the season. —Moderate rainfall in mid-February facilitated 
the preparation of lands in most of the North and East Bengal districts. 
But a spell of hot and dry weather followed and as a result sowings were 
delayed and little progress could be made until the middle of April. Shortly 
after the completion of sowings, heavy and continuous rains set in and the 
excessive fall during the first part of May and again from the end of May 
to the middle of June had an adverse effect on the growth of the crop. Due 
to excessive rainfall, floods and cyclone, the crop particularly in the low 
lands in East and North Bengal districts is reported to have suffered damage 
the extent of which is said to be serious in Noakhali, Rangpur, Bakarganj, 
Jalpaiguri and fairly heavy in Mymensingh and Tippera and to a little extent 
in the remaining districts. The high land crop has been doing fairly well 
and a spell of strong sunshine is now urgently necessary. The condition of 
crop in the Daisee tracts is fairly good. 

Present state of the crop. —The present condition of the crop is generally 

fair. 

Stock.-—' There is considerable stock in the hands of cultivators in Dacca 
Division and some is reported from most of the other districts.

3. Weather conditions. —In March scanty showers fell in all the Jute 
districts. In April rainfall was light and below the normal in all the jute- 
growing districts. In May heavy rain fell in Purnea and moderate elsewhere. 
The fall was above the normal everywhere except m Bhagalpur and the Santal 
Pargnnas where it was slightly below the normal. In June rainfall was 
general throughout the jute districts. The weather conditions were favour¬ 
able. Sowings were normal. 

4. District returns. —Last year’s area under jute was finally estimated 
at 282.200 acres. The total area under jute this year is estimated by the 
District Officers, in round figures, at 237,400 acres. The decrease in area 
is due mainly to propaganda undertaken for reducing the cultivation in 
Purnea and also to some extent to the fluctuating market of the crop last 
year. 

5. Condition and prospects. —The present condition of the crop is good. 
Its weeding in Purnea has however been retarded on account of excessive 
rain. 

6. General. —The quantity of jute which remains in the province from 
the crops of 1940 is reported to be not much on the whole.
